It is only n few years since advocates 
of the house beautiful began to preach 
in favor of luird floors, and thoro is now 
hardly a village in the country where 
this doctrine of health and beauty has 
not penetrated Yet every ono who has 
discarded carpets and adopted hard wood 
floors has found some drawbacks in the 
way. In nine cases out of ten the floor 
is simply shellacked, often without pre- 
vious filling, and every scratch of the 
bootheel shows on its surface. The wood 
is soon laid bare and permanently 
stained, or perhaps the wood is oiled 
with clear cril which has not been prop- 
erly rubbed in. The residue gums on 
the surface and collects dust and debris, 
and altogether the hard wood floor, 
which has been well laid by the carpen- 
ter, is a source of discomfort and disap- 
pointment. 

European housekeepers suffer from 
none of these disadvantages because 
they try none of these experiments. The 
European floor is a floor of parquetry. 

It is made by gluing together thick- 
nesses of hard wood on a pine backing, 
a method by which they obtain a 
stronger and more durable floor than 
when a thick floor of hard wood alone is 
nsed, for every builder knows that the 
best door is not one of solid hard wood, 
but one of two thicknesses of hard wood 
over a pine core. These doors are natu- 
rally more expensive, because they are 
more trouble to make. So the veneered 
floor is more durable, though a very ex- 
cellent floor may be laid in hard wood 
seven-eighths thick over a rough floor 
of pine, providing the wood has been 
properly seasoned. Or a thinner floor 
may bejaid over a perfectly level floor 
of pine. - 

<5 Builders recommend quartered white 
oak as the very best material for floors. 
This is a western wood and costs about 
$100 a 1,000 feet in this state. Maplo 
and birch, which are much cheaper 
woods, also make excellent floors. Na- 
tive birch, which may be bought in this 
state as low as $40 a 1,000 feet, is a 
very hard, smooth wood, and makes a 
very durable kitchen floor which does 
not sliver up like Georgia pine. Narrow 
boards, measuring about two inches or 
less laid, make a most desirable floor. 
The skillful carpenter matches his joints 
with faultless precision, planes and 
scrapes his floor and polishes it down 
with hard wood shavings after it is laid, 
as well as finishing it before. When this 
is properly done, hardly a joint is visi- 
ble, and it is then ready to be filled. 

It is this process that is 60 often neg- 
lected and upon which so much depends. 

It Rhould be a thoroughly trustworthy 
wood filler, purchased from a dealer 
whose name is a guarantee for his goods. 
These fillers usually come by the pound, 
often in paste form, and may be thinned 
to a proper consistency with turpentine. 

It is applied to the wood with u brush, j 
and all that remains on the surface is ' 
polished off with hardwood shavings or 
excelsior. This filler is allowed to dry

Like the cat the birch may bo made a 
very severe punishment or u compara- 
tively trivial affair, not merely accord- 
ing to tho number of strokes, but from 
the instructions given the constable who 
is told off to do the flogging. I have 
seen a boy after six strokes resemble 
nothing so much as a piece of raw beef 
and bleeding fearfully, while I have 
also seen a boy after six strokes merely 
a trifle red. 

Some policemen dread the duty of 
flogging, and after tho first two strokes 
get a sharp order to “hit the boy and 
not play with him.” Other constables 
delight in the work and boast of their 
ability to draw blood at tho first stroke. 

Vnrious modes of administering the 
punishment obtain in different parts of 
the country. In some places boys are 
placed face downward on a form. One 
constable holds his arms and head firm- 
ly, while another does him the same 
service with his legs, and the third ad- 
ministers the punishment. 

In other prisons the culprit is placed 
on a constable’s back, and as he sits 
there with his arms around the officer’s 
neck, awaiting “the event,” his attitude 
strikes a spectator more as one of affec- 
tion than discomfort. Another way is to 
compel n boy to lean over a chair as if 
he were praying, then run a strap right 
around his legs and the legs of the chair, 
a constable holding his head and arms 
from the other side. — Brooklyn Eagle.

Field first visited them, were so little 
accustomed to being troubled that when 
he threw a baited hook into the water 
all the trout in sigjit — a great number 
— rushed eagerly upon it. He caught 
one, and removing it from the hook, 
threw it back into the pond. 

Theu he put in a freshly baited hook, 
and only two or three trout came after 
it One of these he caught and threw 
back into the water. Again he resumed 
his fishing with a newly baited hook, 
and this time, although the pond was 
swarming with fish, it was only after a 
long time that he lured another trout to 
his bait. And after a little further 
time it was entirely impossible to catch 
a trout in this pond. 

However, by experimenting in anoth- 
er pond equally well stocked and not 
throwing back any fish Mr. Field found 
that he could catch trout as long as ho 
chose. The fish did not seem to under- 
stand that the removal of one of their 
number by this strange means meant 
danger to them, but came continually 
to the bait.

Life at Harvard College From the English 
Point of View. 

The student life of America is emi- 
nently an American institution. It has 
grown up in an odd compound of native 
manners and foreign influences, which 
form an essentially new product. It is a 
good deal more complex in its organiza- 
tion than anything known on the Isis or 
the Cam. There is more details in it, 
and consequently less breadth of effect. 

The university organizations are in- 
numerable. Men are banded together in 
college clubs for every conceivable pur- 
pose of study or amusement. Their bond 
of union may be Iheir attempt to talk 
Greek with the accent of modern Attica, 
or it may be only a passion for domi- 
nos, but it has all the notes of institu- 
tion in its machinery of committee, 
president and secretaries.

it. Where oil is used it should be thinned 
with a certain amount of “drier. ” 

The best wax is a prepurntion of tur- 
pentine and beeswax, properly melted 
together, and is kept by all dealers in 
parquetry floors. The chief mistake that 
amateurs make is to apply this wax too 
generously. An expert in this matter 
says that a pound of wax ought to cover 
800 feet of surface. After the wax is 
applied and rubbed in with a weighted 
brush it should be allowed to stand for 
awhile and a second coat applied before 
the floor is used. 

A great many American families at- 
tempt to take care of a hardwood floor 
without a brush. This is a waste of 
much laborious energj\ The work can 
be accomplished by the use of a brick 
wrapped in flannel and then in cotton, 
but it cannot be properly accomplished 
except by a strong man, while an ordi- 
nary servant can readily wield the 22 
pound brush, which sells iu our shops at 
from $8. 50 to $4 and with care will l;vst 
many years. It should be passed first 
across tin* grain of the wood. Theu the 
floor should be vigorously polished with 
the grain of the wood. 

Finally a piece of old carpet is laid 
down and the floor is polished under 
this. A properly cared for floor should 
be polished with the brush ouce a week. 
It should not bo rewaxed oftener than 
once a month or once iu tw’o or three 
months, uncording to the umouut of 
wear on it. After u certain period of 
time it may be necessary to scrape the 
floor and apply some kind of restorer, 
though this should he hardly required 
unless the floor bus been improperly 
dressed. 

Of course tho best way of polishing 
such a floor is in the foreign fashion, 
with a brush attached to one foot of a 
robust nmn, who goes skating about 
until the surface gleams like marble. 
But this method is not often possible iu 
this country except in those households 
where there are foreign menservuuts. — 
New York Tribune.

EteCTftlCAL ENGINEERING. 

Its Recent and Rapid Development Vpttn 
the Continent. 

Boforo n recent meeting of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Electrical Engineers 
Mr. H. Ward Leonard delivered an in- 
teresting address upon electrical engi- 
neering developments in Frnnce and 
England as contrasted with those in 
America. In its commercial develop- 
ment of electricity America is placed 
first — in fact, far iu advance of the old 
world countries — but considered from an 
engineering standpoint Mr. Leonard 
thinkH tho United States is losing the 
lead it has thus fnr held. Ho lays tho 
responsibility for this condition of affairs 
almost outiroly nt the door of the great 
electrical monopolies, which havo stood 
in tho way of progress, and particularly 
iu preventing the trial of devices and 
systems of which Europo presents varie- 
ties unknown to us. He questions what 
lias boon done in this country in tho 
way of electrical engineering develop- 
ment since Edison started his three wire 
lightning distribution at Sunbury, Pa., 
in 1888, and Westinghouse established 
his alternating system with 1,000 volt 
primary and 50 volt secondary a few 
years later, and Sprague started the 
Richmond electric railroad in 1887. 
There has of conrso been groat extension 
of installation along these lines.

The Cross.

Al-DKRMEN CONSIDER HOW TO MOVE 
BUILDINGS WITHOUT INTERFERING 
WITH WIRES.

UNCLE SIMON’S FIRST SCHOOL. 


A special mooting of the board of 
aldermen was hold Tuesday evening for 
the purpose of drawing jurors. 

The meeting was called to order at 
7 45 and the following communications 
were received. 

A petition from Geo. B. Elder for per- 
mission to move a building from the 
north side to the south side of Washing- 
ton street. Considerable difference of 
opinion prevailed as to the best time for 
moving the building, when it would least 
interfere with the electric light wires, 
and the petition was placed on file. 

A petition from Geo. E. Stuart for per- 
mission to build a sewer on Cabot park 
roadway; referred to committee on 
sewers. 

A petition from Jesse C. Ivy, that 
Washington street be widened to a uni- 
form width of 85 feet from Cbanuing 
street to Centre street, was referred to 
committee on streets and highways. 

The following jurors were drawu for 
the Superior Court: Eugene I.. Clark, 
Lenox street; Leighton Calkins, Belle- 
vue street and James E. Huntress, Sum- 
ner street. 

An order was passed authorizing the 
water board to build an addiliou to the 
pumping station according to the plans 
of the city engineer, cost not to exceed 
$ 1000 . 

An order was passed authorizing the 
water board to lay 190 ft. Oin. pipe on 
Alden street. Ward Six; 280ft. on Fair- 
fax street. Ward Three; 200ft. ou Eddy 
street, Ward Two; 230ft. of 4in. pipe on 
Beach street, Ward One. Total cost to 
be $962. 

A petition was received signed by E. 
Bradshaw asking permission to move a 
building from the south side of Washing- 
ton street to a lot of land at the corne. 
of Washington street aud Washington 
terrace. Considerable discussion ensued 
Alderman Green beiug of the opinion 
that as the moving would interfere with 
the Telephone Company's cable, tne 
electric light wires ana especially with 
the trolley wire of the railway company, 
a committee should be chosen from the 
board to coufer with the street railway 
company and make some arrangements 
relative to moving said building. The 
matter was laid on the table as the board 
could arrive at no definite decision. 

A petition was received signed by Wm. 
Claflin, asking permission to build a 
wooden frame addition to a house on 
Walnut street near Washington, said ad- 
dition to be used for commercial pur- 
poses. The ordinances iequire that such 
an addition shall be constructed of brick, 
with metal or slate roof and metal 
gutters, and leave was granted to Mr. 
Claflin to withdraw his petition. 

James C. Melvin petitioned for a street 
light on Highland street, West Newton. 
Referred to committee on street lights. 
Meeting adjourned at 9 p. m, 


ST. JOHN’S CARNIVAL. 


MANY THOUSANDS FROM OTHER VII. 
LAOKS PRESENT AT LOWER FALLS. 


For the first three days this week, New- 
ton Lower Falls was the centre of attrac- 
tion for the neighboring towns, on ac- 
count of St. John’s carnival held under 
the management of Rev. John P. (Jalla 
nan of St. John’s church. 

It was opened Sunday night by Sergt. 
Ryan of the Newtou police force, who 
gave his lecture ou the Custer Ma>sacre, 
a report of which is given elsewhere. 

Over a thousand people listeued to the 
thrilling narrative of his military career 
from the opening of the civil war to the 
day of his discharge from the service in 
Sept. ’76. The chief interest centered 
around the Custer massacre, and Ryan 
was greeted with a burst of applause 
when he drew from his pocket a silk 
guidon taken from an Indian who fell by 
a bullet from his own rifle.

The most important oues be- 
ing tug-of-war contests, won by Brook 
line team, prize, $25.

It was indeed a happy group which 
arranged itself quickly around the glow- 
ing hearth in Uncle Simon’s sitting- 
room. At bis invitation, his widowed 
sister with her boys and girls had como 
to spond the Christmas holidays, and a 
merry time already the genial old gentle- 
man had directed. But romping games, 
however jolly, did not compare with the 
charm of sitting close around Uncle 
Simon, gazing into his kindly face, and 
listening to his stories, for which the 
hours between supper and bed time were 
all too-short. 

With Dora on one knee and Alice 
leaning against the other, with Ned, 
Margaret and Howard not faraway, and 
with the quiet mother over by the centre 
lamp darning Ned’s ever-needy stock- 
ings, Uncle Simon begius. 

It all happened a good many years 
ago, as you cau reckon for yourselves 
when I tell you I was then not quite 
twenty. 1 had graduated from college 
aud had been reading law for some 
months, when I found my health break- 
ing dowu and knew I must drop books 
for a while or be wrecked before leav- 
ing harbor.

That trip was tbeflist 
long one of my life, and I suppose if I 
were to travel around the world the 
sights would uot impress me more than 
the glimpses I then had of the New Eng- 
land coast, especially of Portland Harbor 
and the rugged scenery at Mount Desert 
and eastward. 

“But I mustn’t make too long a story 
of it, tor 1 have promised to take you to 
my first school, and there will be enough 
about that experience to last a good 
while after little tots should be tucked 
between blankets, eh. Dora?” 

“Oh, mamma, can’t I hear the whole 
story.” pleads D.»ra.

“You needn’t worry, Dora, I’ll try to 
ciowd months hito minutes and watch 
for sleepy eyes. Where was 1? At 
Eastport, where Horace mel me at the 
wharf with hia sleigh, lie drove un 
fifteen miles along the river to his home 
and right royally be and bis family entei- 
taiued me. Soon afterward, daily, out 
in those grand old woods, ied. lent with 
balsam, we swung our ax*-b. I learned 
to love the swish aud crash of die trees 
as they fell after sturdy blows had i ut to 
their hearts. By maple-sugar time. I 
fell mv former vigor returning. 1 had 
cut my bait-cord a day in tbe woods, 
had helped to load tbe ox-sled, aud bad 
learned to drive the oxen over the 
drifts of snow, through winding roads, 
up and down tbe steep bills to tbe farm 
house yard. 

“People now-a-days, if theie’s anything 
tbe matter with them go to Florida or 
California for the winter, but fora sure 
cure of worn-out nerves give me the 
bracing air aud hard work of tbe Maine 
woods. 

“Sleep is there sweet and deep, anti 
appetite is something to make house- 
keepers tremble. In two months, I was 
strong aud well, but with a lean purse. 
What should 1 do? I was on the point 
of returning to Boston when an ac- 
quaintance of Horace, by the uamo ot 
Thomas Farmer, came with tiie question 
whether I would take tbe district school 
over iu his town of Potulville fora mouth 
to finish out the winter term. Tbe 
wages would be thirty dollars for the 
mouth, and board would be provided 
in some family in the neighborhood. 
The present teacher, as I understood it, 
bad proved uusatisfaotorv and was al- 
ready notilied that his services would 
i uot be required after Friday of that 


“In the welcome light, we tollod up a 
i largo hill, from the top of which wo 
| looked over into the valley where wns 
| built the hamlet of Pondvillo. There it 
lay iu the quiet moonlight, the farm 
houses and barns dark ngaiust the snow, 
the frozen lako beyond gleaming bright- 
ly; all a scene of peace. 

As I gazed, little did I know that 
many of those roofs covered hearts 
rankling with mutual hate and bltter- 
uess, or that upon me, an utter stranger, 
would fall the full fury of a neighbor- 
hood war. 

We went to the home of Thomas 
Farmer and there spent the night. 
Horace left mo the next morning with a 
hearty ‘God be with you!’ and re- 
turned. 

“The town of Poudville was a little 
farming and lumbering community on 
the skirts of that untravelled wilderness 
of woods and lakes in eastern Maine. 
Not a church building existed in the 
place, the sohool house, whioh seemed 
destined to bo my empire, serving all 
public purposes, for religious services is 
well as for town meetings. 

“My host, Thomas’s father, told rao 
some facts of the sohool situation, which 
rather opened my eyes. It seemed that 
for years a bitter feud had existed be- 
tween the allied Farmer families and 
those of the Woodmans. The bone of 
contention had ever beeu the manage- 
ment of the village school and the 
quarrel had culminated that week in the 
discharge of the old pedagogue, a rela- 
tive of the Woodmans, by the recently 
elected school committee, a majority of 
whom were Farmers. An exciting town 
meeting just before had given control of 
the school to the Farmer party, and they 
had acted decisively and now proposed 
to hire some one who could teach by 
modern methods and iu advanced sub 
jects. 

Thus had I been sent for, and, for the 
good of tbe children, was I exhorted to 
stand firm and depead ou them to be be- 
hind me in every legal right. I could 
see that the fires of passion, always 
smouldering, were now in fieroe blaze, 
aDd shrank from encountering the flames. 

“But as the Farmer party certainly 
had the interests of the young people at 
heart and were legally and morally in 
the right, I resolved to undertake the 
school and trust that my peaceful dis- 
position and high motives would disarm 
the enmity of tbe Woodmans, should it 
manifest itself against me. 

“That morning I was examined 
several branches of knowledge by three 
elderly committee men, who aimed their 
limited stock of information in their 
questions on abstruse parts of grammar 
and arithmetic, and about remote places 
of the earth. Whatever my answeis. 
they gavo me their certificate of inability 
to teach and instiucted me to open and 
keep the school the following Monday 
morning, giving me tbe key to the build- 
ing. 

“Curiosity to see the outside and in 
side of my school building, as well as an 
anxiety to make all needful preparations 
for a successful start, led me to go that 
afternoon, under the guidance of one of 
the Farmer boys, over to the ‘Seat of 
war.’ 

Standing in a clearing in the woods, 
probably in the centre of the sparsely 
settled district, was a one-storv plain 
structure, rude but in good repair, and 
even bearing a little belfiy toward the 
road end of the roof. 

“Inside, I found a good-sized room, 
containing several cross rows of long 
wooden desks, for which were plank 
seats, the desks behind forming the 
backs. A great cylindrical iron stove 
s r ood in each front corner, capable ap- 
parently of warming and perhaps of 
roasting. Long stove-pipes meandered 
to a single chimney. A few painted 
boards served as a primitive blackboard. 
Of maps, apparatus, or reference books, 
the room was bare, the scholars aud 
teacher evidently depending wholly on 
the few text-books which were scattered 
about. On a small platform stood a 
table-desk for the master of the school. 
— master in name if not in fact. How 
different it all appeared when those seats 
were thronged with scholars, the first 
morning. But I mustn’t anticipate. 

“Finding a well-worn broom, I swept 
the room and entries thoroughly, and 
with a dull axe and my jack-knife cut 
good aupply of kindlings and shavings, 
and prepared in the stoves for quick 
fires on Monday. 

“Y’ou see, children, I began on the 
lowest nMind of the ladder; but tbe true 
question is not what work one does but 
how it is Gone. 

“After tidyiug up the room as well as 
could, I wns ready to go to my boardiug 
place. My guide took me dowu the road 
to the first house and introduced me to 
the family as ‘the uoo teacher.’ They 
proved to be Farmeis also, aud under 
their rough exteriors were warm hearts. 
For my lodging, I was given a small 
room close under the ea es, more like a 
closet than a bed-room, and meagre'y 
furnished. As 1 lay awake tor hours 
thinking over the past and the future, 
the prospect did seem discouraging. I 
fell asleep saying to mvselt', ‘Courage 
Simon , more courage, my hoy, life is at 
bent a discipline and here you will he 
tested indeed.’ ”

He was In charge of the de- 
tail that buried the lamented Gen. Cus- 
ter, followiug tbe terrible butchery of 
bis detaohment. 

Sergt. Ryan takes exception to the 
statements that have appeared from time 
to time reflecting upon Maj. Reno’s part 
in tbe engagement. He maintains that 
Maj Reno evidenced no lack of courage, 
and that be made a determined and 
plucky stand against the Indians. 

Sergt. Ryan commenced his lecture by 
picturing the great difficulties surround- 
ing tbe United States cavalrymen in tbe 
Little Big Horn engagement. “It was a 
case,” said be, “of too many Indians and 
too tew soldiers.” 

“It was Maj. Reno,” tbe lecturer went 
on to say, “who opened tbe fight. He 
crossed tbe Little Big Horn river, aud 
after facing bis three companies, ad- 
vanced down tbe valley, first on tbe trot, 
then on the gallop. There was a space 
between tbe right of the battalion and 
the river bank, with considerable inter- 
vening underbrush. I was ordered by 
Capt. French of company M to deploy 
skirmishers. Tbe order was obeyed, tbe 
skirmishers advancing in tbe lead of tbe 
companies. When near the timber, a 
small party of Indians started out from 
behind the trees and rode in tbe direc- 
tion of their camp. It was then that tbe 
first shot of the bloody battle was fired. 

1 am positively sure of that, for it was 
the nearest approach that had been made 
to tbe Indian forces, and was prior to 
Gen. Custer’s attack. 

“Tbe idea has prevailed to some ex- 
tent that Gen. Custer’s five companies 
alone participated in the fight. This is 
not true. The battle was fought by two 
detachments, one under command of 
Gen. Custer, tbe other under Maj. Reno. 
Tbe latter made the first attack upon 
tbe Indian camp, near the upper end of 
the timber. 

"There is absolutely no truth in the 
statement that Maj. Reno retreated and 
gained tbe blufl, where be made hi6 sec- 
ond stand, with tbe loss of only a few 
men. One officer was killed on the skir- 
' mish line, several men were killed in 
tbe timber, and about 30 additional be- 
fore the bluff was gained. The ascent 
was made over a buffalo trail, only wide 
enough for the passage of one man at a 
time.) 

“Alter gaining the bluff, Maj. Reno 
advanced along tbe ridge with five com- 
panies, leaviug two to look after tbe 
pack mules aud tbe wounded, he hav-og 
been re-enforced by a battalion under 
Col. Bontine. Be reached a point where 
a view was obtained of the Indian camp. 
Beyond it, could be seen parties riding 
backward and forward. A few shots 
were beard at intervals. It was impossi- 
ble to tell whether they were Indians or 
soldiers. My belief is that they were 
Indians. Most of Gen. Custer’s brave 
fellows bad then been massacred, in my 
judgment, aud a few braves were riding 
over the field killing tbe wounded. Had 
Maj. Reno advanced a little further, his 
detachment would have been wiped out. 
As it was, be was attacked on tbe ridge 
and obliged to retreat back to the point 
where tbe pack mules bad been sta- 
tioned.

Karly Htrufffftf** With a Talent That Could 
Not It* H oppressed On* of II In Itest 
Known Picture* — How II* Drought About 
* Happy Marring*. 

One of tho nniqno characters of the 
etate is Marcus Mote, tho veteran Qua- 
ker artist of Richmond. He is now 78 
yearR of age and is very feeblo. His 
memory of things tlint happened in his 
youth and prime is keen and true, but 
the events of the day pass as the sum- 
mer clouds. It was he who first defied 
the Quaker antipathy to art in oil and 
brush, and he secured tho petition which 
caused the legislature to provide that 
the public schools of Indiana should 
tench drawing. Tho petition was pre- 
sented by Senntor Baxter, since de- 
ceased. Two years previously the Qua- 
ker artist had secured the teaching of 
drawing in the public schools of Rich- 
mond by ordinance. 

Marcus Mote’s talent was born with 
him. It is said of him that when only 
2K years old his mother came home 
from meeting one day and found him 
scratching a rndo pictnro on the foot- 
board of tho bedstead with a piece of 
charcoal. Tho Quakers held that paint- 
ing was of the devil nnd savored of 
idolatry. The boy was rebuked, with a 
remark, “I do believe this mischief 
■was born in thee. ” 

There was no relenting as the lad 
grew up nnd the propensity to draw 
and paint developed. He was forbidden 
to indulge his talent, but lie could not 
be repressed. It is evident that had he 
met with encouragement and aid, in- 
stead of rebuke, fame and fortune would 
have crowned the artist with their rich- 
est laurels. As it was Marcus had to 
take to the woods for his colors. The 
primaries he derived from red root, or 
from red ink, the yellows from yellow 
root, nnd for blue he was obliged to con- 
tent himself with bluing from his moth- 
er’s washing tub. 

“The only stealing I have ever done,” 
he said to a Journal reporter, ' * was in 
taking bluing from my mother’s bluing 
bag. For brushes I used tho hair in the 
squirrel’s tail, and 1 used to accompany 
my father when huutiug so as to get the 
tails for my painting. At first all my 
work was done with the pen. When I 
secured my first box of water colors I 
worked as late at night as I could and 
then spent < ho rest of the night awake 
picturing what I would do. ’ ’ 

As the boy grew to manhood ho be- 
came more assertive of his art and per- 
sisted in painting landscape aud por- 
traits in spite of the grumbling of mem- 
bers of the meeting. He lived then in 
Warren county, O. , and attended quar- 
terly meeting at Waynesville. Ho was 
chosen clerk of the meeting at one time, 
which led to the protest against his 
work rising to the surface. He would 
have been disowned had not Thomas 
Evans, father of the well known oil mil- 
lers of this city, used his influence to 
prevent it. 

Marcus Mote lived in Lebanon, O.. 
for many years and personally knew the 
great Tom Corwin, whose portrait he 
painted for the state of Ohio. It hangs 
in the statehouse at Columbus, marked 
“By an unknown artist.” In speaking 
of this painting the artist said : 

' ‘ My daughter happened to be in Co- 
lumbus aud went to the statehouse. She 
discovered the inscription. Corwin came 
to me one day when he was at home 
from cougress and said that the fellows 
down at Washington seemed to think 
that nobody in Ohio could do anything, 
and that ho had refused to sit for u por- 
trait for an artist there for that reason. 
Ho wanted the work done at home. He 
sat for the portrait a number of times, 
and I became well acquainted with him. 

“He hud u daughter, Eva, who was 
his great prido, and, together with her 
mother, he was very ambitious for her. 
There was u young mau then teaching 
in Warren county who was poor in pock- 
et, but hud a strong will, a clean 
heart und first class ability. He was 
Inodest, however, and his ability was 
dot known. He showed Eva Corwin so 
much attention that her father finally 
forbade her seeing the yoifng mau, and 
the girl was seriously affected by the 
breaking up of tho friendship. She was 
kept closely at homo in her father’s 
suburban residence, und her friends no- 
ticed that her health was beginning to 
bo affected. She had a friend named 
Jeuuio Hardy, since Drake, who had the 
confidence of Eva’s parents, and one 
day I met Jennie and asked her to bring 
Eva to my studio on the next day at 1 
o’clock sharp. 

“What for:’ she usked. 

1 “‘Never thee mind,' I said, ‘but do 
as 1 tell thee. Now, I want thee to 
I promise mo that thee will.

COLORADO'S CLIMATE. 

A Regina of Outdoor Life Decidedly F»> 
roralde to Health. 

Tito easterner, bred and born at. sea 
level, has a very vague idea of that part 
of liis country which is at a cloud 
height, nnd he hns scarcely any concep- 
tion of the governing climate of snch a 
section. The purely picturesque nppeals 
to the tourist, and he gives hardly a 
thought, surely not a serious one, to the 
high altitude section through which he 
passes. 

Tho Adirondncks have accomplished 
Wonderful temporary healings and per- 
manent cures for certain pulmonary 
tronbles, yet their beneficial results do 
not. compnro in extent with those of thnt 
section which lies at an altitude vary- 
ing from 8,500 to 8,000 foot above the 
sen, known as the high and dry Rocky 
Monntuin belt, whose heart is Colorado. 

From a statistical comparative weath- 
er bureau report little idea could be 
formed of this climate, for in these com- 
parative statements the dry and rarifled 
condition of the air is not fully appre- 
ciated. Tho dominant feature of this 
high altitude is light, dry nnd electrical 
atmosphere, with its abnudant sunshine 
nnd clear weather. This is true of all 
seasons at the 0,000 foot level, or while 
rain falls in torrents for an honr neurly 
every day daring May, Jnne, July and 
August, the sun always shines tho rest 
of the day, and ten minutes after the 
rain 1ms ceased the sandy roads are dry 
tuul the air does not retain moisture. 
After these mouths not a drop of water 
falls from the cloudless sky, aud snow- 
storms are few and light. 

The mercury occasionally drops to 20 
degrees below zero during winter nights 
and rises to 00 degrees in the shade the 
following morning, while in summer, 
although n blanket is always n nightly 
necessity, the thermomoter often regis- 
ters 90 degrees during the day nnd tho 
heat of the sun is always intense. These 
extremes are much less keenly felt than 
they "would bo at sea level, owing to tho 
dryness of the air. 

It is a region of out of ^nor life, 
where regaining of health i 
Thousands of beings, w> 
would be measured by weeks ii 
turned to the dampness of sea level, 
hero are well and active. It is true that 
some cases of pulmonary trouble are not 
benefited at the 0,000 foot elevation, 
hut either the disease 1ms advanced so 
far that the invalid could not live more 
thnn a few weeks in any climate, or he 
is affected with some heart trouble. 
Cases of the latter sort migrate to an 
extension of this dry belt, which de- 
scends into Now Mexico, along the Pe- 
cos and Rio Grande* valleys, where the 
elevation is from 8,000 to 4,000 feet. 
There tho actiou of the heart is modi- 
fied, and tho patient is more benefited 
ihan in the higher portions of the Rock- 
ies. — New Science Review.

The City Council has quite a difficult 
problem to solve, in regard to the mov- 
ing of buildings on Washington street. 
With thn railroad on the south pide, the 
only natural way is to move them to 
the north, and the presence of so many 
wires in the street makes tnoviug impos- 
sible, unless the wires are temporarily 
cut. There are telephone wires in cables, 
Hectrio light wires, and the trolley wires 
of the street railway, and cutting the 
wires would entail a suspension of busi- 
ness. There are probably fifty houses, at 
least, which owners will desire to move, 
and a committee is to wrestle 
with tbo problem. The corporations 
that have wires iu the streets pay 
nothing for the privilege, and it is diffi- 
cult to see how they have any more 
rights in the streets thau the buildiDg 
movers. The wires constitute a sort of a 
blockade, and if a corporation has a 
right to blockade the street, why has 
not a private citizeu? Perhaps one ao- 
solution would be to let these corpora- 
tions combine aud buy up all these old 
houses, if they object to bave their busi- 
ness interfened with. The outlay would 
not be a very large oue, if tbe bouses 
are sold at auction, aud this would be one 
way out of the difficulty. Perhaps the 
corporations will aid the committee to 
iiud some more reasonable plan. It has 
always been regarded as oue of the 
privileges of a citizen of this free repub- 
lic to move any building through any 
street, and such a privilege will not be 
relinquished without a struggle. 

The Boston Herald thinks every super- 
intendent of streets ought to be a bi- 
cyclist, so as to be in a position to judge 
intelligently of tbe roads of a city or 
town. Newton is up to date, as usual, 
as Superintendent Ross ciu often be 
seen, mornings and eveuiugs. wheeling 
about the city, aud perhaps this is oue 
reason why our uewly constructed roads 
are such models Wbeu the older roads 
were built, the scieuce of road building 
was uot known here, aud of course 
streets, where a street railway occupi*** 
the centre of the road, cau never be 1 e t 
in good condition. 

The eruption on all streets caused by 
the introduction of the sewer system has 
eDtailed so much labor aud expense that 
it is not possible to get tbe roads iu good 
couditiou again, without a thorough 
reconstruction, aud this will be a raattei 
of years. The completion of the new 
boulevard will make Newtou a popular 
place for wbeelmeu, as it has tue finest 
road bed to be found, and when Wash- 
ington street is finally widened, aud the 
car tracks placed on the side, that ought 
to be a popular thoroughfare. 


The first spadeful of earth for the 
widouiug of Washington street was 
turned over on the Spear estate, corner 
of Waluut Park and Washington street, 
on Tuesday. Mr. George Stuart, assist- 
ant superintendent of streets, preserved 
the earth in a pail, for a curiosity. The 
appearanco of the streets iu that vicinity 
has been considerably changed this 
week. 


The Newton prohibitionists have 
called party caucuses for Sept. 10 to 
choose a ward and city committee 
and elect delegates to the state, county 
anl district conventions. It is probable 
that a mass caucus will bo hold at city 
hall iu place of the usual ward caucus- 
os.

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HAIU) WOOD FLOORS. 

INFORMATION ABOUT THEIR CON- 
STRUCTION AND CARE. 

Qnartfrfd White Oak Said to lte the Very 
Itent Material — flow to Wax and IVtlish. 
They Do Theae Thing* Better In England 
Than We Do In America. 

It iB only n few yours since advocates 
of the house bountiful began to preach 
in favor of hard floors, and thero is now 
hardly a village in the country where 
this doctrine of health and beauty has 
not penetrated Yet every one who has 
discarded Oft v pets nnd adopted hard wood 
floors haR found some drawbacks in tho 
way. In nine cases out of ten tho floor 
is simply shellacked, often without pre- 
vious Ailing, and every scratch of the 
bootheel shows on its surface. Tho wood 
is soon laid bare and permanently 
stained, or perhaps the wood is oiled 
with clear cril which has not been prop- 
erly rubbed in. The residue gums on 
tho surface and collects dust and debris, 
and altogether the hard wood floor, 
which has been well laid by tho carpen- 
ter, is a source of discomfort and disap- 
pointment. 

European housekeepers suffer from 
none of these disadvantages becauso 
they try none of theso experiments. The 
European floor is a floor of parquetry. 
It is made by gluing together thick- 
nesses of hard wood on a pine backing, 
a method by which they obtain a 
stronger and more durable floor than 
when a thick floor of hard wood alone is 
used, for every builder knows that the 
best door is not one of solid hard wood, 
but one of two thicknesses of hard wood 
over a pine core. These doors are natu- 
rally more expensive, because they are 
more trouble to make. So the veneered 
floor is more durable, though a very ex- 
cellent floor may be laid in hard wood 
seven-eighths thick over a rough floor 
of pine, providing the wood has been 
properly seasoned. Or a thinner floor 
may belaid over a perfectly level floor 
of pina — 

Builders recommend quartered white 
oak as the very best material for floors. 
This is a western wood and costs about 
$100 a 1,000 feet in this state. Maple 
and birch, which ure much cheaper 
woods, also make excellent floors. Na- 
tive birch, which may bo bought in this 
state us low as $40 a 1,000 feet, is a 
very hard, smooth wood, and makes a 
very durable kitchen floor which does 
not sliver up like Georgia pine. Narrow 
boards, measuring about two inches or 
less laid, make a most desirable floor. 
The skillful carpenter matches his joints 
with faultless precision, planes and 
scrapes his floor and polishes it down 
with hard wood shavings after it is laid, 
as well as fiuishing it before. When this 
is properly done, hardly a joint is visi- 
ble, and it is then ready to be filled. 

It is this process that is so often neg- 
lected and upon which so much depends. 
It should be a thoroughly trustworthy 
wood filler, purchased from a dealer 
whose name is a guarantee for his goods. 
These fillers usuully come by the pound, 
often in paste form, and may be thinned 
to a proper consistency with turpentine. 
It is applied to the wood with a brush, 
and all that remains on the surface is 
polished off with hardwood shavings or 
excelsior. This filler is allowed to dry 
about 12 hours, when a coat of wax is 
applied, or of prepared oil if you prefer 
it. Where oil is used it should be thinned 
with a certain amount of “drier. ” 

The best wax is a preparation of tur- 
pentine nnd beeswax, properly melted 
together, and is kept by ull dealers in 
parquetry floors. The chief mistake that 
amateurs make is to apply this wax too 
generously. An expert in this matter 
says that a pound of wax ought to cover 
800 feet of surface. After the wax is 
applied and rubbed in with a weighted 
brush it should be allowed to stand for 
awhile and a second coat applied before 
the floor is used. 

A great niuny American families at- 
tempt to take care of a hardwood floor 
■without a brush. This is a waste of 
much laborious energy. The work can 
be accomplished by the use of a brick 
wruyped in flannel und then in cotton, 
but it cannot be properly accomplished 
except by a stroug man, while uu ordi- 
nary servant can readily wield the 22 
pound brush, which sells in our shops at 
from $8. 50 to $4 and with care will Uust 
many years. It should be pussed first 
across the grain of the wood. Then the 
floor should be vigorously polished with 
the grain of the wood. 

Finally a piece of old carpet is laid 
down and the floor is yiolished under 
this. A properly cared for floor should 
be polished with the brush once a week. 
It should not be rewaxed oftener than 
once a month or once in two or three 
months, according to the amount of 
wear on it. After a certuiu period of 
time it may be necessary to scrape the 
floor und apply some kind of restorer, 
though this should be hurdly required 
unless the floor has been improperly 
dressed. 

Of course the best way of polishing 
6uch a floor is in the foreign fushion, 
with a brush attached to one foot of a 
robust man, who goes skating about 
uutil the surface gleams like marble. 
But this method is not often possible in 
this country except in those households 
Where there ure foreign meuservants. — 
New York Tribune.

Doy Criminal* Arf Punished by 
Thrashing In England. 

Boys who arc found guilty of minor 
offenses in England are sentenced by the 
judges to a sound thrashing at tho hands 
of the policeman. Here is a description 
of it taken from an English paper:

pent of torture from the cat. The for- 
mer is made up of a unmber of long 
birch twigs, while the latter is really a 
whip with nine knotted small cord 
lashes When the cat is administered, 
tho prison doctor must be present, bnt 
when tho birch is put on it is only nec- 
essary for tho inspector or superintend- 
ent of police to witness it, nlthongh the 
parents or near relatives of a boy sen- 
tenced to be flogged may bo present at 
the castigation. When a dose of the cat 
is dealt out, none bnt those connected 
with the prison are allowed to be there. 

Like tho cat tho birch may bo mndo a 
very severe punishment or a compara- 
tively trivial affair, not merely accord- 
ing to tho number of strokes, bnt from 
the instructions given the constable who 
is told off to do the flogging. I have 
seen a boy after six strokes resemblo 
nothing so much as a piece of raw beef 
and bleeding fearfully, while I have 
also seen a boy after six strokes merely 
a trifle red. 

Some policemen dread the duty of 
flogging, and after tho first two strokes 
get a sharp order to “hit the boy and 
not play with him.” Other constables 
delight in the work nnd boast of their 
ability to draw blood at the first stroke. 

Various modes of administering the 
punishment obtain in different parts of 
the country. In some places boys are 
placed face downward on a form. One 
constable holds his arms and head firm- 
ly, while another does him the same 
service with his legs, and the third ad- 
ministers the pnnishment. 

In other prisons the culprit is placed 
on a constable's back, and as he sits 
there with his arms around the officer’s 
neck, awaiting “the event,” his attitude 
strikes a spectator more as one of affec- 
tion than discomfort. Another way is to 
compel a boy to lean over a chair as if 
he were praying, then run a strap right 
around his legs and the legs of the chair, 
a constable holding his head and arms 
from tho other side. — Brooklyn Eagle. 


| ELECTRICAL eMGlNCERlNO. 

Ik Recent nnd Rapid Development Upon 
tho Continent. 

Before a recent meeting of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Electrical Engineers 
Mr. H. Ward Leonard delivered an in- 
teresting address upon electrical engi- 
neering developments in Frnnce and 
England as contrasted with thoso in 
America. In its commercial develop- 
ment of electricity America is placed 
first — in fact, far in advance of tho old 
world countries — but considered from an 
engineering standpoint Mr. Leonard 
thinks tho United States is losing the 
load it has thus far held. Ho lays tho 
responsibility for this condition of affairs 
almost entirely at tho door of the great 
olectricnl monopolies, which havo stood 
in tho way of progress, and particularly 
in preventing tho trial of devices and 
systems of which Europe presents varie- 
ties unknown to us. Ho questions what 
has been done in this country in the 
way of electrical engineering develop- 
ment since Edison started his threo wire 
lightning distribution nt Snnbnry, Pa., 
in 1888, and Westinghonso established 
his alternating system with 1,000 volt 
primary and 50 volt secondary a few 
years iater, and Sprague started the 
Richmond electric railroad in 1887. 
There lias of course been groat extension 
of installation along these lines. 

Wo bnve, Mr. Leonard says, the best 
three wire central station plants in the 
world. Also the best alternating sys- 
tem, converting from 1,000 to 50 volts, 
but we have practically no other kind 
of central station to point to. Wo are 
operating 600 volt continuous current 
olectrio railways at distances for which 
2,000 volts should be used instead of 
500, and after investing more money in 
copper per car than the entire cost of the 
electrical oqnipment we still lose twice 
as much energy as is commercial in the 
line. In England in alternating systems 
a three wire secondary is used with 100 
volts on each side, and, according to 


fisherman, Mr. Basil Field, has been 
making some investigations that lead 
him to suppose that fishes have some 
way of communicating a notion of their 
experiences to other fishes. 

Mr. Field carried on his experiments 
in the fishponds of Mr. Andrew, at 
Guilford, England. Those ponds are full 
of tront, which, at the time when Mr. 

Field first visited them, were so little 
accustomed to being troubled that when 
he threw n baited hook into the wnter 
nil the tront in sigjit — a great number 
— rushed eagerly upon it. He caught 
one, nnd removing it from the hook, 
threw it back into the pond. 

Then he put in a freshly baited hook, 
and only two or three trout came after 
it. Ono of these he caught nnd throw 
back into the water. Again he resumed 
his fishing with a newly baited hook, 
nnd this time, although the pond was 
swarming with fish, it was only after a 
long time that he lured nnother trout to 
his bait. And after a little further 
time it was entirely impossible to catch 
a trout in this pond. 

However, by experimenting in anoth- 
er pond equally well stocked and not 
throwing back any fish Mr. Field found 
that he could catch trout as long as he 
chose. The fish did not seem to under- 
stand that the removal of one of their 
nnmber by this strange means meant 
danger to them, but came continually 
to the bait. 

If, Mr. Field reasons, it is only when 
the captured fish, released, goes back 
and mingles with his fellows that the 
danger is learned, nnd then is learned 

instantly, it must follow that the re-

Point of View. 

The student life of America is emi- 
nently an American institution. It has 
grown up in an odd compound of native 
manners and foreign influences, which 
form an essentially new product. It is a 
good deal more complex in its organiza- 
tion than anything known on the Isis or 
the Cam. There is more details in it, 
and consequently less breadth of effect. 

The university organizations are in- 
numerable. Men are handed together in 
college clubs for every conceivable pur- 
pose of study or nmusemeut. Their bond 
of union may be their attempt to talk 
Greek with the accent of modern Attica, 
or it may be only a passion for domi- 
nos, but it has all the notes of institu- 
tion in its machinery of committee, 
president and secretaries. Great variety 
of life comes from the differences in for- 
tune among the students, bnt of lata 
years there has been a laudable attempt 
| on the part of the university and college 
j authorities to introduce a more uniform 
[ simplicity. Plain living is the cry, and 
with this secured it is believed the 
thinking will take care of itself. 

At Harvard some time ago Professor | 
i Palmer tried to discover how’ far the liv- 
j ing had departed from the philosophic 
' standard by asking some hundreds of 
students for a return of their unnual ex- 
penditure. The answers showed that 
Harvard at least had nothing to be 
ashamed of. Many of the students, less 
1 than a fourth, spent less than £180 a 
year; some less than £100. The average 
probably did not amount to the £200 a 
year which tho professor regards as an 
entirely adequate allowance for both 
ease and renfiement Yale is less costly 
than Harvard, so these institutions at 
I least are not open to the reproach that 
they have in trod need tho millionaire in- 
to American university life. — Loudon 
News.

The Harrison Page estate on Galen 
street, in the Watertowu district, has 
been sold to Chester Sprague and Ward 
M. Otis, two Watertowu men, and they in 
tend to cut the 16 acres into good-sized 
lots and place them on the market. 
There is quite a hill, which will be cut 
down aud graded. Considerable buildiug 
is expected this fall and next spring. 


Electrics from Bedlmm to Newton. 

There is a projeot under way to estab- 
lish a street railway line from Dedham 
Centre up High street, to C'ominou, to 
West, to Dedham aveuue to Needham, 
then through Highland avenue to High- 
laudviile, thence to Newtou Upper Falls, 
Newton Highlands and Newtou Centre 
as far as the Cook street statiou of the 
Boston & Albany railroad. It is believed 
that such a liue would pay, as there is a 
good deal ot travel between tiie several 
places named. 

From Needham a brunch line is talked 
of to Wellesley, and from a point near 
the Common in Dedham, another to 
West Dedii im, through thut village to 
Norwood aud from there to East Wal- 
pole. 

It is reported that Henry Ilarwood, 
president of the Natick tfc Cochituatu 
Street Railway Company has had a sur- 
vey made of some of the proposed routes 
aud also that the Norfolk Suburban 
Street R lil way Company has had its at- 
tention drawn to certain of the routes 
named, and a petition is being circula- 
ted asking it to extend its trucks from 
Dedham Ceutre to West Dedham.

The public schools opened Monday 
with a very largo attendance at all the 
school houses. 

The High school opened with 544 
pupils, the entering class being a large 
one. The pupils are distributed iu the 
various rooms as follows; 

Room I. 43: 2, 32; 5, 52; 6, 46: 11, 20; 
12, 50; 13, 56; 14, 02; 15, 23; 16, 32: 18, 50; 
23 and 7, 37. 

At the Bigelow school, Newton, the 
total was 214, with an average ot 30 
pupils in each room. The attendance is 
large considering the fact that some of 
the pupils have not returned from their 
vacation trips. The Underwood is ex- 
ceptionally well filled, and has 167 boys 
and girls, making an average of 42 in a 
room. Mr. Sawin said that if the Under- 
wood became over crowded some of the 
pupils wonid be transferred to the 
Bigelow, and that while the attendance 
at the Bigelow was not as large as might 
be expected, he considered it a good 
working number. Miss Lovely has 52 
scholars at the Lincoln, 31 in the upper 
grade, and 21 in the lower. 

In the Mason school, Newton Centre, 
there are 334 scholars, while the Rice 
school contaius 225. This is greater than 
that of any of the other villages. 

The new Claflin school at Newtonville 
is comfortably filled by 282 pupils. In 
the kindergarten which is held in the old 
Clatlip school building there are 33 under 
the direction of two teachers. 

At Newton Highlands, 336 attend the 
Hyde school ; 31 of these are in the kin- 
dergarten. 

At the Wade school. Upper Falls, there 
are 221 and 19 in the kindergarten, which 
is held in another building, makiDg a 
total of 240. 

At the Pierce school, West Newton, 
which is soon to have a new brick build- 
ing of 14 rooms, there are 265 pupils in 
Attendance. The Barnard school has 
175, the Davis 205, and the Franklin, 195. 

At the parochial school on Adams 
street the pupils numbered 600, in all the 
grades. 

Miss Speare’s private school opened 
with 51 puoils.and 14 more have engaged 
to come, as soon as vacation is over. 

A visit to the Williams school found it 
in excellent working order, the S rooms 
including the kindergarten containing 
324 scholars.

Both branches of the city council were 
in session, Monday night, with full ranks. 

In the board of aldermen Mayor Both- 
feld presided and all the aldermen were 
present. There was a large number 
present, chielly for the hearing on the 
Lexington street turnout. 

The first business was the hearing on 
the widening of Washington street from 
Centre street to the railroad crossing. 

Mr. E. J. H. Estabrook iuquirod as to 
the width of the street at present. 

The city engineer stated that it varied 
from 55 feet to 120 feet. 

Mr. Estabrook said if the street in 
front of the bank was to be only 60 feet, 
he di i not see any necessity for making 
the rest of the street wider. 

Mrs. E. S. French, through Attorney S. 
L. Powers, protested against tho widen- 
ing as far as it effected French’s corner, 
so-called, As it would cause the removal 
of the stores, aud the land left would be 
very small and in bad shape, aud valu- 
able property would be destroyed, aud to 
use what was .left, a brick block would 
have tOi be built. Mr. Powers was un- 
able to be present, and sent iu a commu- 
nication as above. No one else appeared 
aud the hearing was closed. 

NEW STREETS. 

Hearings were held on the laying out 
and acceptance of Langdou street, from 
Surrey road to Cabot street; Surrey road 
from Claremont to Langdon street, but 
no objection was made. These streets 
are on the westerly side of Mt. Ida. 

Hearings were also held on laying a 
concrete walk on Lombard street from 
Centre to Claremont, on laying a main 
drain and sewer in Kirkstall road, and on 
Gro»e Hill avenue, Prospect Park. 

LEXINGTON STREET TURNOUT. 

The bearing oa the turnout on Lexing- 
ton, near the junction of River street, 
called out a great number of protests 
from the abuttors. 

Mr. A. H. Sanderson said the street 
was very narrow, and the track at present 
interferred with letting his house. He 
also presented the protest of Mr. Under- 
wood. 

Wm. Cahill, Daniel Hickey, aud James 
J. McLaughlin, also protested on 
account of the narrowness of the street. 

Mr. Silvea also protested and said the 
street was in very bad condition at 
present and would be worse with two 
tracks. He asked what benefit the public 
would get out of it. 

President Parker said it would enable 
the road to make more frequeut t.ips. 

Chas. II. Cashman said he did not see 
what cars would pass there, as the turn- 
out on River street and in front of the 
Watch factory were the only ones that 
could be used with the present time 
table. 

President Parker said it would be used 
for the cars coming from Moody street. 

Mr. Cashman said there would be no 
room for teams to pass, without goiug on 
the tracks.

TELEPHONE POLES. 

The Telephone Compauy’s petition to 
put up poles on Waltham and High 
streets, called out a protest from every 
resideut of Waltham street, except oue. 
Mr. J. A. Potter presented tue protest 
and said the north side residents had not 
many advantages, aud they wanted to 
keep what little beauty they had. Wal- 
tham stieet was the most attractive 
thoroughfare on the north side, and the 
residents did not waut it distiguiel by 
poles. Every resident had signed the 
protest except Mr. Hill, aud he had said 
that he would prefer a conduit. If the 
telephone company wished to run wires 
through the street, they could ruu them 
underground. 

Howard Allen of the Telephone Com- 
pany said a trunk line was very much 
needed through the street, to give better 
facilities toward Waltham, and the resi- 
dents iu the street who wished telephones 
could not have them without some poles. 

The heariug on laying wires under- 
ground through Walnut, Otis, Hillside 
and Alpine streets called out a remons- 
trance from Mrs. L Charlotte Gould. 

No one objected to a temporary turn- 
out for the Newton Street Railway on 
Watertown street, aud the erection of 
one pole, during the widening of Wash- 
ington street. 

No objections was made to connecting 
the tracks of the Newton it Boston Street 
Railway, and the Boston it Wellesley 
stieet railway tr .cks with those of the 
Commonwealth aveuue street railway at 
Walnut street and at Washington street. 

FOKK9T STREET TURNOUT. 

President Parker protested agaiust re- 
voking the Forest street turnout on Wal- 
nut stieet, Newtou Highlands, as it was 
used on the late trips of the cars, when 
they ran on the 30 minute schedule, un- 
less a location for a turnout ou Lincoln 
street was gi anted to the company. 

SEWERS. 

The Board of Health recommended 
that sewers be built on Allison and Los 
Angelos streets. 

M. L. McAdams was granted license to 
build a stable at the corner of Centre and 
Waluut streets, Newton Highlands. 

Peter P. Kelly of Adams street was 
granted license as a private sewer layer. 

Herbert M. Chase aud Johu Flood were 
grauted licenses as auctioneers. 

CUTTING ELECTRIC WIRES. 

The Newton Gas Light Cotupauy sent 
iu a notice that it would require a deposit 
of $5 from all applicants tor moving 
buildings, that would eutail a cutting of 
wire. 

L. E. Collin, treasurer of the Newton 
Real Estate Association, gave notice that 
he would continue to collect the rents of 
the buildings taken for widening Wash 
ingtou street, until such buildiugs were 
formally taken possession of by tbe city. 

N. W. Tupper, through H. M. Chasj, 
Attorney, gave notice that the tenants at 
82 1 Washington street disputed his claim 
tor damages, and that such damages 
should be paid to him. 

William Clalliu was grauted a license 
to build a brick additiou for stores to 
bouse ou Walnut street. 

Higgius & Hatch asked for coucrete 
walk on River uiid Heusbaw streets. 

A petitiou for maiu drain aud sewer ou 
Germaiu street was teceived. 

Edward bauds was grauted license for 
several carriages at Newtouville. 

W. il. Rogers aud others asked for cou- 
crete walks ou Kdiuboro street and 


cross walks at junction of Lowell street 
and Edinboro place. 

The Telephone Company asked for 
liceuse to put up poles on Elm road, be- 
tween Walnut street and Blithedale road, 
and hearing was granted for Sept. 28. 

The Gas Company aske i for license to 
attach cross arms to telephone poles on 
Grove street and Woodland avenue; also 
Waverley avenue, ftom Sargent to 
Montroso street, and on Montrose and 
Kenilworth streets. A hearing was set 
for Sept. 23. 

The Telephone Company asked for 
lioenso to attach cross arms to the gas 
company’s poles on Central avenue, from 
Wasliingt >n to Turner streets; also to 
erect poles on Washington street. Hear- 
ings will be given Sept. 28. 

Residents on Ward street asked for 
main drain aud sewer from Sumner to 
Ballard street. 

Waban residents want a tire alarm 
signal box on Winsor road, near L. K. 
Harlow’s residence. 

Miss E. E. Glennan was granted liceuse 
for intelligence office, at 207 Washington 
street in place of Mrs. Wright. J. Slamin 
was granted license as junk dealer. 

Orders were passed for the laying of a 
sewet on Grove Hill avenue, and Kirk- 
stall road. 

An order was presented for the laying 
out of Eddy street and the giving of the 
legal notices to the property owners. No 
damages are asked for; and a hearing 
was set for Oct. 7th and 14th. 

Orders were passed for the widening of 
Institution avenue, aud also of Webster 
street by tbe estate of Alzoua P. Cook, 
and hearings on the latter appointed for 
Oot. 7 and 14. 

1'IERCE SCHOOL HOUSE ORDER. 

The order appropriating $70,000 for the 
Pierce school house came up from the 
common council amended by making the 
appropriation $75,000, the amount orig- 
inally asked for by the public property 
committee. Alderman Bullard spoke iu 
favor of the larger sum, and said tbat 
the way to judge of a building was to 
estimate its cost by foot. The Hyde 
school covered 7220 square feet, and cost 
$7 per foot. The Adams school building 
was considered one of the best bargains 
the city had made and its cost was $6.46 
per foot. The Pierce school at $75,000 
would cost ouly $6.40 per foot, or lower 
than either the Hyde or Adams school. 

There were three features that might 
be cheapened, wooden stairways could 
be substituted for iron, by which $1,000 
could bo saved; $1500 could be saved by 
using soft fiuish instead of ash, and 
wood lath and two coats of plaster would 
save $1000, over wire and three coats of 
plaster. This would only save $3,500, 
but be thought it would be foolish econo- 
my. The total cost would not be above 
$100,000 or near it, as the money from 
the land to be sold would make the 
total not over $93,000. 

Alderman Plummer asked how much 
the desks would cost. 

Alderman Bullard assured the board 
that this sum would cover all the cost 
and there would be uo opportunity for 
extras. 

Alderman Hamilton said ho would 
vote tor the larger sum, but he hoped 
that the statement that uo extras would 
be called for was correct. He thought 
it was perilously near extravagance to 
vote such a sum, as there were other 
villages with wooden buildings that 
would soon be asking that they be treat- 
ed as well as West Newton. 

Alderman Tolmau said there was only 
one estimate outside of actual bids, that 
for grading, which the committee had 
put at $1500, which would cover it they 
thought, 

Alderman Plummer thought if the 
members were using their own money 
to put up such a building .hey would 
easily find a way to scale down the sum, 
but be did not want to stand alone aud 
would vote for it. 

The aldermen tbeu receded from their 
previous action and voted unanimously 
for the $75,000, 

An order was presented giving the sums 
awarded for the Watertown street 
widening, mostly under $100 to each 
property owner. The aoutturs were 
giveu 30 days to remove their fences. 

Ou motion of Alderman Tolnian the 
Prohibitionists were granted tbe use of 
tbe City Hall, Sept. 10, tor their caucus. 

Ou motion of Alderman Green au 
order was passed for a large number of 
street lights ou various streets. 

An order was passed giving the city 
treasurer authority to collect sewer aa- 
sessmeuts and a plan of such estates to 
be so assessed were preseuled. 

A blinking fountain was ordered to be 
set up ou Beacou street near Woodward 
stieet iu Waban, at a cost not to exceed 

The water board was authorized to 
lay 370 teet of water main iu Winchester 
Road at cost of $360. 

The sura oi $300 was appropriated for 
expenses of city solicitor. 

MOVING UUII.DINGS. 

After some discussion, au order was 
passed grautiug E. T. Wiswall. E. Brad- 
shaw, aud A. H. Sisson, leave to move 
buildings ou Washington stieet, uuder 
such reasonable restrictions as the in 
specter of wires aud superintendent of 
streets should impose. 

The common council sent back the 
order for $70,000 bonds for Pierce school 
house, and a new oue for $75,000 and tbe 
latter was passed. 

The board then adjourned for two 
weeks. 


Prohibition rations. 

The prohibitionists of Newton met in 
a mass caucus in the police court room 
at Wost Newton. Tuesday evening, to 
elect delegates to tbe state, senatorial 
and councilor conventions. 

The caucus organized by the choice of 
H. A. Inman as d’kairman and E. O. 
Bunion, secretary.

Track in poor Condition. 

The Watertown & Newton patrons of 
the West End street railway, which runs 
to those places, are complaining con- 
stantly of the condition of the tracks 
from Newton to Cambridge, at Mt. Au- 
burn. The rails on Galeu street, from 
Watertown to Newton, have been re- 
paired recently, but the entire line was 
not relaid, beiug merely patched up. The 
line from Watertown to Mt. Auburn is in 
a bad condition, and tbe cer jumps and 
bumps the entire distance of over two 
miles. The rails are worn and uneven, 
and sadly need to be cast aside, but the 
company does not wish to rebuild the 
line tbis year and again next year, when 
it is thought a new line will be laid. A 
portion of the track runs beside tbe road 
and a T rail is used. This is the worst 
portion of the Hue, aud cars running at 
anything lik a speed have a constant 
motion not uulike that of a vessel iu the 
trough of the sea. It is expected tbat 
Mt. Auburn street from Watertown to 
Cambridge will be widened next season, 
aud that the West End Company will lay 
double tracks in the centre of tbe street 
aud reduce the fare from 10 cents to 5 
ceuts. The women are the most indig- 
uaut of the patrons who use the Water- 
town line, and several of them are dis- 
cussing the possibility of getting the 
directors to ride .over tbe line, feeling 
assured that they would immediately 
order new rails laid after their return to 
Boston.

About 5 17 p. m., Tuesday, the poli e 
at headquarteis, West Newton, weie 
notified by telephone of the progress of 
a row in the gravel pit at Newton High- 
lands.

A number of them congregated iu tbe 
sand pit, and iti the course of an argu- 
ment Espaudi Paude went away, return- 
ing soon with a double-barreled, breech- 
loading shotgun. 

Some of tbe men believed that he in- 
tended to use it, and two or three of 
them jumped # upou him aud took it 
away. 

Paude made no effort to fire the gun, 
and claims that he had no luteutiou of 
doing so. The men were arraigned iu 
the police court Wednesday morning, 
charged with a disturbance of the peace. 


In the common council, the ordor for 
the Pierce school house was changed 
from $70,000 to $75,000. 

The members of tbe highway oommir- 
tee were much stiired up by Aldermao 
Bullard’s charges, in tbe Graphic of 
last week, aud all of them rose to a ques- 
tion of piivilege, and denied that they 
had Bought to “ttirow” the contract for 
the school house to a certaiu local 
bidder. 

President Parker called Couucilman 
Wiug to the chair, aud denied that theie 
| was any foundation for the charge, aud 
said that the bid referred to was con- 
sidered in regular order, aud the commit- 
tee acted only for the interests of the 
city. 

Councilman Briston aud Hatfield also 
made speeches of like tenor.

PART II. 


Sunday was spent In resting and in 
making plans. The next day, I went 
early to the schoolbouse and started the 
fires, and waited for the appearance of 
the country lads and lassies.

Indeed, Frauk Woodman, a fine, studi- 
ous boy, burst into tears and said, T 
don’t want to go, for I like you, but I 
must do what father says,” And so, 
quietly, with many of the girls and 
younger boys crying, they passed out 
and went homewards, making no dis- 
turbance outside. 

In the room with me wore left the 
representatives of the Farmer families, 
some twenty-three in all as I remember, 
and a most enjoyable set of pupilB they 

f iroved to be. Some were older and 
arger than I, and, with rare exception, 
all were ambitious and earnest. They 
were pained at the going of the Wood- 
mans, and, in the days which followed, 
maintained, for my sake it seemed, the 
most perfect order and helpfulness. 
Truly, if it had not been for the unfortu- 
tunate circumstances in which we were 
placed, the hours of teaching those faith- 
ful and friendly pupils everything possi- 
ble from the alphanet to algebra would 
have been the happiest of my life in the 
Bchool room. 

But that afternoon, I had not learned 
the devotion and spirit of my remaining 
scholars, and after the last boy had gone 
about five o’clock, I must confess 1 felt 
badly.

In a 
moment more the head of a mouse came 
peering out: soon the body fallowed aud 
mouse number one ciept cautiously over 
to the crumbs on the Hour about the 
stove, scattered from the scholar’s 
luuches. Mouse number two then ap- 
peared, and others until half-a-dozen of 
them were nibbling or trotting about. 
After finishing every stray crumb, they 
began capering rouud the room, playing 
the liveliest games imaginable of tag and 
hide and seek. 1 had remained motion- 
less observing their antics with inteuse 
interest, but, when a mouse ran upon 
my shoe aud seemed likely to crawl 
further, I could uot resist the impulse 
and cried, ‘shoo!’ What followed 
beggars description. Imagine the des- 
perate scampering aud the headlong at- 
tempts of six frightened mice to get at 
once into one small hole. It was too 
comical aud I broke into loud laughter, 
which served to throw the laggards uear- 
ly into convulsions. I laughed till the 
tears ran, and felt better. 

“Did the mice come out again?” Oh, 
yes: I sat still afterward, thinking over 
ray pians with new courage, when the 
performance was repeated. Out came a 
sharp little nose aud the bright eyes of 
the leader, aud soon all were chasing 
each other about the floor, even jumping 
on the benches aud desks, It was the 
merriest and most belpiul, as well as the 
cheapest, entertainment I ever wit- 
nessed. 

“Aud did you frighten them again.” 
cried Ned aud Dora iu concert. “Of 
course I did, and eujoyed the panic al- 
most as much as at first; aud then weut 
to whittling aud wbisthug iu the prep i- 
ratious for the morrow. After sweeping 
out, aud puttiug shavings aud kindlings 
iu the stoves, I went happily to supper. 

From the family I learned that the 
pupils wbo had left school that after- 
noon, had told the truth. At home they 
had not only been told to do ms they did, 
but had beeu threatened with dire con- 
sequences if they disobeyed. Their 
pareuts also boasted they would close the 
school or make it ’too hot’ for roe. A dis- 
trict meetiug was to be called for Wed- 
nesday eveniug iu the sohoolhouse, and 
every effort made by the Woodmans to 
defeat the Farmers, aud oust me.

After throwing pails of water on 
the smouldering kindlings I overhauled 
the contents of the stoves.

First, blocks oi ice us large as I could 
lift, then the pieces of two or three rub- 
ber bootB, well gashed and already 
odoriferous.

The little group were 
iu cousteruation aud weie utterly help- 
less. The spasin passed away aud I was 
assisted to my boarding place. 

At a conference that eveuing with 
Tho uias Farmer, I offered to resign my 
position, though it meaut the loss of 
half the term’s wrges which I sadly 
needed. But all considerations demanded 
the close of school and the decision was 
made. With fifteen dolltrs as tbe result 
oi my excitiug fortnight’s work, I again 
had the world before me.| 

The Fanner families, however, would 
not allow me to leave their midst with- 
out some return tor my efforts for their 
children. They invited me to their 
houses, spread their tables with their 
best, held jolly parties, and in eveiy 
way made a notable week in my life. 

ft w iuld take another eveuing to tell 
of the tine old-fashioned country times 
we bad and how much good they did 
me. But here’s Dora going to sleep in 
my arms, so we all had best follow her 
example in our beds. 

What did l do afterward? Let’s see. 
Ob. the Farmers arranged a private 
school at once of their houses aud I 
taught my former pupils till I took a 
large district school iu another towu, teu 
miles distant. There, I must stop uow; 
ouly I will Bay that some vacation I am 
goiug dowu to Pondvtlle aud look up ray 
old scholars. Some of them must be 
married uow witn families. We could 
talk over tbe district war, aud eujoy it, 
too. eveu if we didu’t iu my first school.

THE JIN 111 KISH A. 


STANDARD ORIENTAL CARRIAGE IN- 
VENTED BY A YANKEE. 

Missionary OobaPs Itlu-uinatlsni Wm the 
Incentive —Other Experience* of That 
Lively American Who Wasn’t In Sym- 
pathy With Everything In Japan. 

For the jinrikisha, which is tho great- 
est blessing travelers in tho oast enjoy, 
wo havo* to bless an American sailor 
Who came hero ou Commodore Perry’s 
flagship in 1858, and thon returned 
seven or eight years later as a mission 
ary of the Methodist persuasion. His 
name was Jonathan Gobel, and ho is 
mentioned in Commodore Perry’s narra- 
tive as a pions man of rare intelligence 
who took great interest in the spiritual 
welfaro of the Japanese. Gobel was one 
of the earliest members of what is 
known as the Newton mission. 

The jinrikisha is another illustration 
of the old adage that necessity is the 
mother of invention, for Brother Gobel 
was afflicted with rheumatism in his 
later years and found it difficult to navi- 
gate. The sedan chair, which was used 
by tho nobility, was too close for him, 
and the kago, a vehicle in which the 
humbler classes were in the habit of 
carrying the lame and the lazy, was 
very uncomfortable for his long legs, so 
he took a packing case, painted it black, 
as appropriate to his dignity, and set it 
upon a pair of wheels. 

For sholter from the sun he rigged a 
canvas awning that could ho raised or 
lowered according to his convenience, 
aud he hired a brawny cooly to haul 
him about. That was the origin of the 
vehicle which tnkes the place of car- 
riages and street cars in Japan, Korea, 
India and China, for Brother Gobel’s . 
invention has spread all over the coast. 
So useful an invention needed a good 
name ; therefore Brother Gobel called it 
a jin (man) ricki (power) sha (car- 
riage). But tho swells prefer to term it 
a kuruma. It looks like an exaggerated 
baby carriage and is very comfortable 
for riding. 

Jonathan Gobel was a muscular Chris- 
tian. He feared God and lived a right- 
eous life. He desired every oue else to 
do so, and when moral suasion failed he 
often tried force. When he arrived iu 
Japan, he was a stalwart, powerful fel- 
low, and usually came out uppermost 
when he wrestled with sin. He was liv- 
ing iu Kunagawa when he endeavored 
to impress upon the people of that place 
tho propriety of Sabbath observance. 
The Japanese have no Sunday. They 
have no fixed day of rest. Their holi- 
days are numerous, and worship contin- 
uous without interruption in’ the tem- 
ples. There is no particular time for 
preaching, aud it is always proper to 
pray. Therefore every native works 
seven days iu tho week. Brother Goliel 
admonished the people of the sinfulness 
of Sabbath breaking, but he was unal le 
to convince them, aud it grieved bis 
heart. 

Passing from his home to his place of 
preaching one Sunday ho found a dozen 
men or more engaged in building n 
house. He stopped to talk with them 
and entreated them to cease their sinful 
labor. They refused to do so. He order- 
ed them to stop, and they declined. 
Then, seizing a heavy bamboo pole, he 
smote them hip and thigh. Several were 
laid out senseless, and the next morn- 
ing Brother Jonathan was a prisoner be- 
fore the consul general, charged with 
aggravated assault aud battery. This 
case appears as one of the first iu the 
records of the United States consulate, 
and is set forth with amusing details. 
The missionary pleaded “guilty, with 
strong provocation,” and was put under 
bonds to keep the peace. 

Mr. Gobel afterward built himself a 
modern house ou what is known as the 
Bluff, south of Yokohama, and sur- 
rounded his grounds with the first fence 
that was ever built iu this part of tbe 
world. It was made of bamboo palings, 
aud the boys in the neighborhood used 
to annoy the good missionary greatly by 
rattling sticks against it as they ran 
along the street. Tho British admiral 
lived just above him and had a very 
natty Tommy Atkins for an orderly. 
He wore a little round cap ou tho north- 
east corner of his head aud always car- 
ried a little cane of rattan iu his hand. 
Oue morning, having beeu sent with a 
message, he appeared before the admiral 
with his face bruised to a jelly and his 
uniform tattered and torn aud covered 
with (lust. 

“Mercy ou us 1” exclaimed the ad- 
miral iu astonishment at the spectacle. 
“What has happened to you?” 

“I beg your pardon, sir,” replied 
Tommy, “but has I was coming liuloug 
hup the ’ill, a-rubbing my stick hagaiust 
tbe missionary’s fence, sir, ’e came bout 
iu ’is pyganms and said as ’ow ’o ’ad 
vowed by tho grace of God to lick the 
’ide hoff the next man who did that, 
and ’o ’as done it, sir. ” 

Tho ’rikisluis are all made iu Japan, 
aud a large number are exported to the 
neighboring countries. They cost from 
$17 to $40, according to the care bestow- 
ed ou their construction, the material 
used aud the character of their decora- 
tion, but they could uot be made for 
more than twice that money iu the 
United States. Many of them are owned 
by the coolies who draw them, others 
by companies or private individuals who 
let them to the coolies fora share of tho 
money they make. You cau hire them 
by the week for 6 yen ($3. 50), by the 
day for 75 sen (37 Si cents), 10 sen (5 
ceuts) tui hour for ordinary service, or 
10 sen for a trip of two miles. 

Tho system of operating them is very 
much like that in use by our hackmen 
at home. Each ’rikisha man has his 
name and number upon his hat aud his 
lantern. He is registered at police lietul- 
quurters and pays a small tax to the 
government. Those that are attached to 
the tourists’ hotels are required to pay 
a small percentage for the privilege, as 
they get more patronage and muny fees 
that do uot full to the lot of the ordiuary 
inun ou the street. — Tokyo Letter in 
Chicago Record.

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THE NEW IDEA IN MUNICIPAL AF- 
FAIRS. 

Briefly stated, this new idea is that 
municipal affairs are a business, and' 
therefore should be conducted as a busi- 
ness. 

The old idea was that a party cap- 
tured a city, aiid thenceforth ran the 
city for the party’s benefit. 

The “outs” complained of the “ins” 
and tried to put them out. When they 
succeeded, by makiug great promises of 
reform, especially in the way of re- 
trenching expenses and saving the peo- 
ple’s money, they first emptied the of- 
fices and then rewarded their own favor- 
ites. 

x«It always costs heavily to reward favor- 
ites, and the people’s money paid the 
bills. Very soon again arose the cry of 
corruption and inefficiency, and the re- 
form movement would be brought to 
the front. 

Here is the story of municipal govern- 
ment as illustrated in the case of Ameri- 
can cities for years and years past. Not 
the whole story, for another elemeut 
came in, viz “The Question of National 
Politics.” It has been thought uecessary, 
until of late, that every little village 
should declare itself oue way or other, 
upon all national questions. Even fhe 
selection of the town constable was sup- 
posed to influence the settlement nf great 
national issues. “The whole country,” 
said the partizan papers, “awaits with 
breathless interest .the issue atSquiggle- 
ville.” Aud what was the issue? It was 
whether or not the town would spend 
money to repair the roof of the Alms 
House. The people opposed to repair- 
ing it belonged to oue national party, and 
the friends of new shingles belonged to 
the other. How it affected the nation 
at large no oue could quite see, but wheu 
it was really decided to buy new shiugles 
and hire a few carpenters it was heralded 
as a Democratic or Republican victory, 
(uo oue knows which, no « ) and the vic- 
tory at Squiggleville was regarded as 
8ho wing how the principles of the party 
were growiug in the land. 

If all this seems so absurd when 
brought down to the affairs of a little 
town, it is hardly less so when applied to 
matters affecting great cities. 

Not only is it absurd, but very often 
local elections are influenced by so many 
local issues that they are misleading iu 
the extreme. To say nothing of the 
trading of offices and of the sacrifice of 
a principle iu one direction for a greater 
apparent gaiu in another, there has al- 
ways beeu a protest of the good common 
sense of thiukiug people against undue 
partiziuship. This common sense has 
now so far asserted itself that the uew 
idea is formulated into the declaration — 
“Municipal affairs are a business.” ' Let 
them be carried on then iu a business- 
like way. 

The main features iucluded iu the ruu- 
niug of a town or city are — adequate po- 
lice police protection, good roads, proper 
water supply aud sewage, schools for 
the young, provision for the sick aud the 
poor, aud places of detention for the 
vicious. 

This requires the raising aud expendi- 
ture of money, the selection of compe- 
tent agents for varied work, aud a gen- 
eral supervision of persons responsible 
to the community. 

Where is the need of party politics? 
There is no reasou why policemen should 
all be Republicans or all Democrats, no 
more than that they should all have red 
hair or six toes on their left feet. They 
ought to be big, stroug fellows, with a 
fair education, a great deal of courage 
aud a disposition to obey orders. 

Just the qualities a business mau 
would seek if he wanted to employ au 
oflioer, a city should seek wheu it ap- 
points a policeman. 

Aud so all through. The only ques- 
tions are— How cuu this work best be 
done? aud who are the persons best 
quilifiad to do it? 

Here is the uew idea of municipal af- 
fairs. The partizaus do not like it, aud 
some timid people fear that it will not 
work. There can be uo doubt about its 
working better than the old way. Nothing 
could be worse, uothiug more costly 
than the old way. It is not that we 
have to give up a good plau for au ex- 
periment. It is giving up a very bad 
plan for something which by uo possi- 
bility cun be worse than its piedecus- 
sor. 

The strangest objdctiou, however, will 
come from the purtiziit side. 

If the city of X Y. - hich is uow Re- 
publican becomes uou-pai tizau, is not 


that a triumph for the Democratic party? 
And vice versa? 

Not at all. There will he just as many 
Republicans, just as many Democrats, 
just as many Prohibitionists, and all 
kinds of partizans ns questions arise to 
create a division of sentiment in general 
politics, but municipal affairs, having no 
necessary connection with politics, can 
be attended to as business, upon business 
methods, and with good business re- 
sults. 

The uew idea must grow. 

The old superstition, or whatever one 
likes to call it, that our forefathers were 
more honest in their work than men of 
the present day, will receive a severe 
shock, if the stories about the State 
House foundations prove to be true. It 
is asserted that the foundation walls aro 
the merest shams, solid-looking to the 
eye, but such frauds that it is a wonder 
that the builders could have escaped de- 
tection, and that this is the reason for 
the cracks in the walls, and the settling 
of the floors. There is probably some 
truth in tho stories, and the reputation 
of the fathers for honest work has re- 
ceived a sevore blow. The truth of the 
matter is that the world is growing more 
honest, as the years go on, and that there 
is a higher regard for honor than existed 
a hundred years ago. The most worldly- 
minded man would not dare nowadays, 
if he has any regard for his reputation, 
to resort to such sharp practices as some 
of our old-fashioned New England dea- 
cons thought it no disgrace to indulge 
iu. They acted up to their lights, prob- 
ably, but the world has progressed since 
their day, standards have changed, and if 
there is uot such rigid demaud for ortho- 
dox beliefs on theologioal topics, moro 
attention is paid to moral character, and 
men are held to a stricter account for 
probity in their dealings with others. A 
man’s professions do not go as far as 
they once did, and their actions are sub- 
jected to a closer scrutiny, and a higher 
standard is maintained all along the line. 
Such fraudulent work as was allowed on 
the old state house would not be per- 
mitted today, and no builder would dare 
engage in it, even if he wished to. It may 
be said that this is because the laws are 
stricter than they used to be, but this 
only proves the statement that a higher 
standard is demanded, as the laws only 
represent the moral condition of the peo- 
ple. Of course we have cheap buildings 
nowadays, but they don’t make preten- 
sions to be anything else, and are paid 
for on that understanding. They don’t 
profess to be solid and substantial aud 
enduring, without having somethiug to 
back up their preteosions, and the bauio 
might be said of the men of today. 


men have been in office a good many 
years. and it is argued that now|men would 
find ways of saving that have escaped 
the notice of the old officials. But tho 
Waltham Freo Press is trying to dis- 
courage tho idea, and thinks that any 
change would probably be for tho 
worse, on the ground that new men 
would “be likely to administer affairs 
moro in their own interests.” We sup- 
pose it means that new men would be 
more hungry, and the old men have been 
in so long that their appetites have be- 
come satisfied. Perhaps this might be 
1 10 result, but a change is oftentimes a 
good thing, especially if the uow men 
belong to a different party or are dis- 
posed to be critical of tho polioy of their 
predecessors. Something certainly ought 
to be done to remedy the present lax 
condition of things. 

The Highway Committee Ray that the 
article iu last week’s .Journal, criticizing 
the awards made on Washiugton street, 
was not worthy of a serious reply, as 
would be seou at once by any one 
familiar with the property described. 
The ourious part of it is that of all tho 
awards mentioned as unfair, all but 
one were the awards made by the two 
appraisers appointed, who ought to 
know something of the relative value of 
real estate, and those awards were ap- 
proved by the assessors. If the writer 
had taken a little broader view of the 
case, and not confined his criticisms to 
the awards made to his own relatives, 
the article might have bad more woight. 
An irreverent reader said it reminded 
him of the story of the way the old dea- 
con said grace “Bless me and my wife, 
my son John and his wife, us 
four and no more.” The gen- 
eral opinion is that there are 
other proporty owners who have more 
reason to complain than the three parties 
referred to. 

There was quite a sensational time in 
the Common Council, Monday evening, 
when the Building committee denied 
the charges made by Alderman Bullard 
in his letter in last week’s Graphic. 
All the stragglers about City Hall were 
attracted iuto the chamber by the 
speeches. It is only charitable to sup- 
pose that there is some misunderstaudiug 
about the matter, as it would indicate 
a serious oonditiou of thiugs if Aider- 
man Bullard’s charges could bo proved. 

Tiik Newton schools start off with full 
ranks, this year, the parochial school on 
Adams street leading all the rest, with 
its 600 pupils. The High school comes 
next, and the Mrsou school in Newton 
Ceutre has the distinction of beiug the 
largest grammar school in the city. 


The only protest against the widening 
of Washington street, from Centre street 
to the railroad crossiug. was made by the 
French estate on the corner, which is a 
very valuable piece of property aud re- 
turns a large iucome. The buildings to 
be removed are one-story affairs, which 
cover the land, aud whose locution makes 
them have a high rental value. The laud 
left will probably be utilized for a brick 
block, so that the appearauce of the cor- 
ner will be much improved. It is said 
that the Central House will not be 
touched by the widening, but the old 
house next to it will have to be moved. 
Judging from the stake*, quite a slice 
will be takeu from the other side of the 
street, aud a large piece takeu from Mr. 
Summer's lot, on the corner of Nonantum 
street. This is necessary as the grade of 
Nonantum street will have to be raised 
for quite a distance on account of the 
bridge over the railroad tracks. It is to 
be hoped that the Highway committee 
will report next au order for the widen- 
ing of Park atitl Tremont streets, aud es- 
tablish the Hues, even if uo actual work 
is done this year. So much ought to be 
done before any uew buildings are put 
up on those streets. About the width, 
Washington street below Oak Square has 
beeu wideued to 70 feet, aud if that is 
wide enough for two railway tracks and 
all the tiaffic through the street, it ought 
; to be wide enough for Newton. Below 
Oak Square, tho street seems to be wide 
| enough for all practical purposes, and 
i Boston would probably not make its 
j part of Tremont street any wider. 

Tremont street will probably never be- 
! co*oe a handsome street, uo matter how 
wide it is made, as the laud will probably 
be used for moderate-class dwellings, on 
accouut of its beiug in a valley between 
two hills. 


Neavi'on has given the returning vaca- 
tionists a warm welcome this week.

The draft carried 
the flames toward her, and Kelly, see- 
ing her danger, rushed up a stage bridge 
to save her, but the supports of this 
bridge had been removed prematurely 
by the carpenter, aud Kelly fell to the 
ground. 

“At the same time,” says Kelly iu 
his “Memoirs,” “the fiery tower, iu 
which was Mrs. Crouch, sank down iu 
a blaze, with a violent crash. She ut- 
tered a scream of terror. Providentially 
I was not hurt by the fall, uud catching 
her iu my arms, scarcely knowing, what 
I was doing, I carried her to the front 
of the stage. The applause wns loud aud 
continued. In fact, had wo rehearsed 
the scene as it happened, it could not 
have been done half so naturally or pro- 
duced so great au effect. ’ ’

incident memorable, but Kelly’s hull. 
He was furious at the accident uud 
rushed at Kemble, who was manager, 
shouting, “I might have been killed en- 
tirely, ami who then — who would have 
maintained mo for the rest of my life?”

The product of u date tree vuries from 
8 to 10 franca; these of the desert give 
about 15,000,000 u yeur. — New York 
Tribune.

| It M»kfi a Mnr* Profitable Crop and Ravaf 
the Trees. 

The next essential thing after yon 
hnve got your fruit started, says Mr. J. 
H. Halo, the Connecticut fruit grower, 
is a jndieions thinning of it. I believe 
the thinning of apples should begin 
when they first begin to benr. A well 
planted and well fed tree will begin to 
bear early. Only let it benr a little. Al- 
low some of the strength to go Into the 
development of the frnlt bnds for next 
year. Next year thin pretty closely ; then 
by aud by yon will build np an orchard 
that will have no off years in it. There 
isn’t an off year. It is because the ap- 
ples are in the hands of an off man. 
Thinning constantly would bring it into 
constant bearing. 

It is seed growing that exhausts the 
vitality. There are no more seeds in a 
large fruit than in a small one, and a 
largo one doesn't take any more vitality 
out of a tree. If a Keiffer pear tree has 
on it a thousand pears, and yon tnke off 
500 of them, the balance will weigh as 
much as the whole of them and bring 
more money, weakenitig the tree only 
half as much. Our rule for thin- 
ning peaches is not to leave one within 
four inches of another. This covers the 
ground with green fruit and looks like 
destruction, but at the end of the season 
there are more bushels than there would 
have been. 

Thin by hand. Put steplndders under 
the trees and put boys on them whose 
bump of destructiveness is large, and 
tell them to go ahead. We begin when 
the peaches are three-quarters of an inch 
in diameter, and take everything that is 
curcnlio stung and diseased. These we 
cart away and burn. The rest that are 
taken off are dropped ou the ground and 
left there. In future our three or four 
year old peach trees shall not benr over 
250 peaches ; our four or five year old 
trees uot over 300, and full grown trees 
not over 500. That means six inches 
apart ; 500 peaches on a tree will make 
six to eight baskets of fancy fruit. Three 
thousand peaches to a tree won’t make 
more, nor sell for more money, and the 
trees are ruined. — Hartford Times.

AN EXPRESSMAN’S HARVEST. 

Queer Things the Northern Soldiers Sent 
Home From the War. 

The greutest harvest reaped by the 
principal express companies was during 
the late war of the rebellion, when ev- 
erything was sent and received by ex- 
press, no mutter what the cost. The 
writer of this sketch had a varied and 
somewhat tedious experience iu the busi- 
ness during that protracted disturbance, 
and was witness to many scenes of som- 
ber and many of a humorous character. 
These were mostly seen iu the returns 
from the seat of war just after a battle. 

Sometimes after a victorious Federal 
action, or the capture of a rebel town, 
the officers, us well as the men, made n 
practice of sending home trophies they 
had captured. These often were house- 
hold effects of comparatively little val- 
ue, aud cost the recipients at home a 
large tax for express transportation. 
Sometimes live stock was sent, consist- 
ing largely of dogs aud donkeys, some- 
times a singing bird, or fowls of pecul- 
iar breed. On one occasion a stalwart 
negro fellow was received at the Boston 
office, sent by an officer who found he 
could do nothing else with him aud 
thought ho might bo of use ou his farm 
at home. The grinning darky had a card 
firmly fastened about his neck, giving 
the address where to land him, with this 
direction: “Feed aud grub this nigger 
all that ho needs. ” 

It was sad, however, to see the 
rough boxes often piled up outside the 
office containing the remains of the 
hoys in blue sent home for burial among 
the scenes which they had left a short 
time before for the southern battlefields. 
These relics often proved a burdensome 
cost to their bereaved families at home. 
We were always glad to forward remit- 
tances of money to the oftentimes dis- 
tressed oues at home. The business 
transacted by some of the big expresses, 
Adams & Co., for instance, was of enor- 
mous proportions, and added largely to 
the wealth of mauy proprietors, the ter- 
rible war proving a godsend to them at 
least. — Boston Transcript.

To Supplant Tin Cans. 

Cans made of paper pulp are being in- 
troduced to take tlio place of tin cans 
for containing all kinds of preserved 
products, says the New York Sun. The 
occasional cases of poisoning from can- 
ned goods are due to the contents be- 
comiug tainted through the cans not be- 
ing airtight. Many millions of tin cans 
are used annually hv canned goods fac- 
tories iu this country, and such cases of 
injury from tainted goods are compara- 
tively rare, hut because it is possible, 
through slight defects in the solder or 
minute ’teaks iu the cans, for such dan- 
ger to result, the eunuers have been 
looking for a satisfactory substitute for 
tin. It is believed that this has at lust 
been found iu the paper pulp cans. They 
are oilproof as well as waterproof, will 
uot expand or contract, and will stand 
us much rough usage in shipment els tin 
cans, aud porhuiis more.

Were it not for 
this the following incident, whicli can 
be verified by the word of several repu- 
table men, would long ago have re- 
ceived the space and attention it merits 
instead of being consigned to the waste- 
basket ns the “pipe dream” of an opium 
devotee : 

Ono cold wintry night not so long 
ngo Dr. L. T. Potter, now connected 
with the Chicngo health department, 
and n number of his companions wero 
sitting in the offlee of the Ouklaud hotel, 
nt Drexol and Oakwood boulevards, 
when u stranger of diffident manner en- 
tered. His clothes and jewelry marked 
him a person of means, but he seemed 
downhearted and worried, and whew 
he asked permission of the clerk to sit 
in the offlee awhilo, Dr. Potter nnd his 
companions at once sized him up os a 
mnu who had been out on a spree, was 
without ready cash to pay for a bed, 
and took this means of getting refuge 
from the winter’s blasts. The stranger, 
who was youug and intelligent, grew 
uncomfortable under the ill disguised 
scrutiny of the crowd and finally said : 

Gentlemen, I would like to explain 
my presence here and why I sit up in 
the offlee in preference to taking a bed. 

In the first place, let me assure you it 
is not a matter of money,” drawing out 
a goodly sized roll of bills. “For some 
years my fathor, who is a residont of 
New York, has had trouble with his 
family and has been a wanderor. Ho 
was at one time worth considerable 
money, but this has been lost, and a 
number of letters which I have of late 
received from him show me he is de- 
spondent. This afternoon I got a letter 
from him, dated in Detroit, saying he 
would arrive in Chicago tonight, tako a 
room at this hotel and end his life by 
turning on the gas. He added that in 
the event of the gas failing ho had a 
pistol with him, with which he would 
send a bullet through his brain. Father 
had no idea I would get this letter to- 
day, as I have been out of towu, and it 
was only an unexpected case of sickness 
in my family which brought me back. 

I am sitting up here to intercept him 
when he comes iu aud prevent the sui- 
cide which he contemplates. Fortunate- 
ly I have means enough for both and 
can relieve his anxiety in this respect. ” 

Dr. Potter and his friends were at 
once interested. They congratulated the 
stranger on his good luck in having re- 
ceived his father’s letter in time and 
tendered their services iu any way in 
which they might be desired. Two or 
three times an effort was made to find 
out the man’s name, but he parried the 
questions on the ground that, its his fa- 
ther’s plans would be frustrated, he did 
not care to have his identify disclosed. 
“Yon may, however, call me Melchior, 
as it is awkward to address a man with- 
out a name, and Melchior is as good as 
anything, barring the right one.” The 
evening sped along, and about midnight 
the stranger, being assured no more 
trains would arrive before morning, 
took his departure, saying ho thought 
his father must have been detained or 
perhaps have happily changed his mind. 

The occurrence was so much out of the 
ordinary that Dr. Potter uud his friends 
sat up for an hour or more talking it 
over. At 1 o’clock they went to bod, 
nud a fow minutes later the night clerk 
retired, leaving an assistant who had 
not heurd the story in charge of the 
offlee. About 1.80 iu came an old gen- 
tleman with a traveling bag in hand, 
who registered as “George C. Mel- 
chior,” and was assigned to a room. 

In the morning the chambermaid re- 
ported a strong smell of gas on that 
floor. The door of the uowcomer’s room 
was broken iu, aud ho was found dead, 
with a pistol iu his right hand uud a 
bullet wound iu his head. He lmd 
turned on the gas aud tlieu shot him- 
self. By this time everybody iu the 
bouse had heurd the story and of the 
youug mail’s visit the night before, aud 
all were positive that tiie old gentleman 
who lmd killed himself was liis father.

In those long gone by days brave old 
Lord .Snltonn, thn hero of Hongomout, 
resided during the fishing seuson iu the 
mansion house of Auchinronth, on the 
high ground at the month of the Glen 
of Rothes.

We must remember that, first of all, — 
and it is our glory, — we are a law-abiding 
body of men and women. Whether tbe 
law seems good or bad, just or unjust, — 
and even when we have had no part 
in making it,— we believe in obeying it, 
and in using force in carrying it out 
where there is need. 

Never, since the early days of the Re- 
public, bavr we as a people been more 
aroused to tbe iact that we are, and must 
be, law-governed. Never have we felt 
more than now tbe majesty of law, — of 
law, our king and ruler. Not only in 
New York, but everywhere, do we hear, 
“The laws must be enforced.”

Consider then this question, men and 
women of Newtou, aud accept the le- 
sponsibility which this law lays upon 
you. Ought women to have tbe right of 
suffrage in municipal affairs ? Do uot 
let your prejudices decide for you. Re- 
member that ail imperfection comes 
from want of thorough thought. Intel- 
lectual bliuduess does more barm than 
any ill iuteut. 

Do not let any hasty, unintelligent 
vote ou this question dim the lustio of 
tbe history ol dear oid Massachusetts in 
future gee.

D > not slothluliy coBteul your- 
self with thinking that womeL, by tbe 
casting of a vote, will lose their sweet 
womanliness. Rather who can foresee, 
even in imagination, that beauty of 
woman which shall be, w hen all her fac- 
ulties are developed, w hen she lives her 
full life. N >w is the accepted time for 
you to think deeply ou this subject. 
Do uot thiow off your shoulders your re- 
spousibihty . and say to yourself, “Time 
will decide.** Time uever decided any- 
thing. It is only the human ageut that 
decides. To put off your respousibiiity 
uow is simply to put the burden upou 
your desccud»Lts. Why uot at this 
pieseut moment take time to read and 
weigh :he arguments iu tavor of giaut- 
iug municipal suffrage to woman? Delay 
only increases tbe difficulty. That tount 
of wisdom Francis Bacon* says of delay, 
“Occasion turueth a bald noddle, after 
she hath piesented her locks in front 
and uo hold taken.” It is true that 
“Opportunity, like the Sibyl, diminishes 
her offerings, aud increases her price, at 
each visit.” 

Those who oppose innovations too loug 
sometimes end ty making thtinseives 
ridiculous. Do you remember iu Scott’s 
“Waverly” that the Barou boasted that 
his ancestors had made his barony a male 
fit f. Aud what were his reasons?

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Y. M. C. A. Gymnasium. 

The unknown donors of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association gymnasium, 
had they been present at the opening, 
Monday evening, must have felt more 
than gratified at the appreciation shown 
by the twenty-five young men, who un- 
der direction of Di. Howard, enjoyed 
the new apparatus with a heartiuess 
that was a pleasure to witness. 

After the class had ‘’toed the line,” | 
Dr. Howard put them through a dumb- 
bell drill, followed by virions exercises 
on the horizontal and parallel bars, chest 
weights, flying and travelling tings and 
other of the necessary practices for class 
work. When the instruction was finished 
the boys had a half hour to themselves, 
which they devoted to hitting the bag, 
throwing the medicine ball, scaling the 
rings and climbing rope and numerous 
other sports which offered unlimited fun 
and amusement. At the close of the 
evening, those members who cared to, 
and most of them did, enjoyed a good 
shower bath, and the late stayers were 
given some pointers in tumbling, by Dr. 
Howard. 

In the course of the evening there was 
a large number of visitors, who com- 
pletely filled the gallery and the portion 
of the floor roped off for their use, the 
visitors being mostly friends of the class 
members, directors, and others interest- 
ed in the association work, with here and 
there a sprinkling of business men and 

E rospective members who had either 
een unable to receive suits in time or 
were waiting to see ‘‘how the first night 
went.” 

The gym was formerly used by Miss 
Caroline Wilson, who conducted classes 
for two seasons and afterwards sold the 
appointments to ‘‘the unknown donors” 
who in turn benevolently turned it over 
to the Y. M. C. A. All summer carpen- 
ters and plumbers have bten hard at 
work making the necessary changes and 
improvements and have completed one 
of the best appointed gymnasiums of 
any branch of the association of its size 
in the country. With the exception of a 
running track it is said to compare very 
favorably with that of the Boston Asso- 
ciation. In the many equipments are 
found numberless opportunities for 
physical development, the chest weights 
and inter-costal machine for the chest, 
the wrist machine for the wrist and fore- 
arm, the lifting machine, a leaping 
board of the most approved pattern, 
and a numbor of others, besides those all 
ready mentioned, necessary for a first- 
class gymnasium. The hall is made 
much larger by the removal of the old 
Armory lockers, which were arranged 
along the wall, and two sections of the 
stage, while powerful incandescent lights 
take the place of gus fixtures, Dr. 
Howard’s office and examining room is 
at the end oi the hall; directly behind it 
the room containing the men’s lockers, 
100 in number, and adjoining it that of 
the boys, which contains thirty. In the 
bath rooms are found the necessary fur- 
nishings with two of the most expensive 
shower baths, with five spouge baths of 
the Bame order. 

Dr. Howard, the class instructor, 
studied with Professor Roberts, the most 
widely known of gymnastic directors in 
the United States, and showed by his 
manner of conducting things Monday 
evening, that be was fully quilified to 
teach. Dr. Howard has also taken a full 
course at 'he Springfield Trainiog school 
for instructors, and had ohargo of the 
Brockton Y. M. C. A. gymnasium for 
some time. 

Monday night the class numbered 25. 
but is soon expected to reach 100.

Mr. Cutler’s School. 

Mr. Cutler’s preparatory school for 
boys and girls has entered upou its ninth 
year, with encouragiug prospects, and 
the success this school lias met with 
from the beginning shows that there 
was a demand for such excellent train- 
ing as is given here.

This year a departure has been 
made allowing scholars desiring to join 
a class in one study only, as French, 
German or other subject, to be admitted 
at one-half the full iate. 

Since tbe school was started there 
have been 53 graduates, who were sent 
to the different colleges as follows: 

Harvard University, 32; Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, 5; Amherst 
College, 3: Dartmouth, 2; Tufts College, 
1; Kadcliffe, 1; Smith College, 2; New 
England Conservatory of Music, 1 ; Har- 
vard Medical School, 1. Five of the 
graduates went into business after leav- 
ing school.

Iu Memory of James Cutler of New- 
ton Centre. 

At a meeting of the Prohibitionists of 
tbe city of Newton held at the City Hal), 
Sept. 10, 1895, a committee was appoint- 
ed to give expression to tbe sentiments 
of ail, in view of the decease of Brother 
Cutler. 

The resolutions here follow: 

Tbe Prohibitionists of Xewtou desire 
to put upou record their high estimation 
of tbe character and services of their as- 
sociate, James Cutler, who entered into 
rest on the third day of July, 1895, after 
a life of seventy-five years spent iu uu- 
wearied labors for God and Immunity. 

Mr. Cutler was an ardent champion of 
human libertv, iu days when the name 
“abolitiouist” was a term of reproach 
instead of houor. Hardened iu that 
good light, he was the mote ready and 
dauntless in the contest, which aims to 
free man from the shackles of strong 
drink. 

Probably tbe eailiest of our number to 
foresee the hopelcssuess of waging the 
political put of the struggle in any 
party divided against itself ou uns very 
issue, lie broke loose from the old ties, 
aud thenceforth for a loug time standing 
alone iu his ward of the city, consistent- 
ly promoted ihecauseof the Prohibition 
party by voice, by vote, aud by gif its, ac- 
cording to bis ability. We bear grateful 
testimony to ihe hearty zeal with which 
he threw himself into the woikandto 
the large amount of time hecheeriuily 
gave to it.

Bicycle riding aud poor teeth are 
about the lust two subjects one would 
place together, but thut au overfondness 
for indulgence iu exercise upou the 
wheel is developiug a diseased condi- 
tion of tho gums and teeth cau be testi- 
fied to by many uufortuuate victims aud 
their deutists. 

It is caused by tho oxtra effort neces- 
sitated iu asecudiug hills or iu ruuniug 
races, aud the short, quick breaths of 
cold air that strike the overheated gums 
through the opeu mouth develop a con- 
gestion of those parts. The face swells 
us with au ordinary toothache, pus 
forms uround the teeth aud loosens 
them, aud m many cuses leads to their 
extraction Liter , aud the pain is equal 
to having all one’s teeth ulcerating at 
once. 

A prominent dentist stated, when in- 
terviewed upon the subject, that he had 
had several cases of that kind. “It 
comes,” he said, “from au abnormal 
current of air, from fast riding, striking 
the gums, and if the popularity of the 
bieylo continues it will develop u uow 
feature iu dentistry. At u private meet- 
ing of several dentists tho other evening 
wo found upon comparing notes that 
these eases are increasing. The only 
preventive is a dillicult one to follow, 
and thut is alwuys ride with the mouth 
closed. The same effect, however, is 
caused by au unnatural draft of air, as, 
for instance, sitting in front of au elec- 
tric machine for a long period. I have 
bad several eases of that nature from 
hotel stewards and their assistants, 
whose offices are generally situated in 
tho busemeur, where a change of uir can 
bo brought about by artificial means.” 
— New York Herald.

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STEALING THE CHARLES. 


HOD IIRDIIAM TOOK ADVANTADE OF 
NKWTON. 


What wbr an exciting topic for Now 
ton people some 200 yea™ ago is revived 
by a writer in the Boston Globe who 
has ferrited out some of Newton’s early 
history. The Globe writer says that the 
attempt to “steal the river Charles” in 
reality, dates back not simply 100 years, 
but rather nearly 300, or, to be positively 
exact, to the 20th day of January, 1080, 
when, accoiding to the town records 
of Dedham.it was ordered that a ditch 
should be dug at common charge through 
the upp^r Charles meadow into E.»st 
brook, that it may both be a partition 
fence in the same, and also may form a 
suitable course unto a water mill, that 
it shall be found fitting to sot a mill 
upon in the opinion of a workman to be 
employed for that purpose.” 

The same authority (Worthington’s 
history of Dedham) calls attention to the 
generally accepted theory that the diver* 
sion of the head waters of the Cbnrles 
river was nothing other than a natural 
curiosity, and then goes on to tell just 
how that diversion was produced. 

According to this, it appears that 
Abraham Shaw had been encouraged to 
build a mill in the first year of the settle- 
ment of Dedham, and acommittee was 
appointed to select a site. Shaw soon 
after died, but the committee, notwith- 
standing, suggested the measure of 
forming the new stream, which sugges 
tion was embodied in the town warrant, 
as nbove cited. 

Very 6oou after that the water mill 
was built, the ditch having been dug aud 
a dam created for tbe water mill. 

Further investigation of the town rec- 
ords shows that John Dwight and Rev. 
John Allin, the first owners of the mill, 
conveyed it to Nathaniel Whiting, and 
that he and his heirs possessed the mill 
privilege for nearly 200 years; in faot, 
until purchased early in the prosent 
century by Beniamin Bussey. 

Litigation and ill-feeling followed from 
the very beginning in the train of this 
ancient theft, the people of Newton, mill- 
holders there in particular, protesting 
most loudly against such an audaoious 
pieoe of piracy. 

Committee after committee, it appears, 
was appointed to bring the matter to the 
attention of the governor and council, 
but nearly 200 years elapsed before any- 
thing like a satisfactory or final settle- 
ment was reached. 

That settlement provided that “one- 
third of the stream of Charles river 
should forever flow through chis artifi- 
cial ditch, which had, from time to time, 
been wideued and deepened, by day and 
by night in the Neponset river.” 

Even as far back ns 1767 it appoars by 
the town records of the town of Newton 
that the differences between the mill- 
holders there and “the thieves of Ded 
ham” had com* to a head, for in that 
year it was voted, “that the town choose 
Abraham Fuller, Capt. Joshua Fuller 
and Efcpnezer Parker a committee to ap- 
pear beforo the governor and council, 
and prevent any more of the water of 
Charles river being turned out of its 
natural coarse.” 

Then, again, in 1807, the town of New- 
ton chose another committee to the 
same purpose, so that it would appear as 
though tlie Dedham pirates nnd more of 
what in modern political parlance would 
be termed ‘‘a pull” with the governor 
and council than the mill-holders of 
Newton. 

This committee, it appears, was ap- 
pointed by vote of the town in conse- 
quence of a letter received from Gen. 
Simon Eliot, directed to the town, in 
protest against the continued invasion 
of its natural rights in the Charlps river, 
aud the continued attempts to turn the 
waters of that stream out of its natural 
course. 

This letter from Gen. Eliot is preserved 
in the town recoids of Newton. It says 
that “for a number of years, and under 
various preteusious, a number of per- 
sons in the town of Dedham, under the 
name of 'meadow holders,’ have endea- 
vored to divert the waters of the Charles 
river out of its natural courso. through a 
creek called Mother brook, into Nopon- 
set river, which they have aheady near- 
ly effected. Some years since these 
'meadow holders’ obtained an act from 
the legislature for the purpose of more 
effectually obtaining (what they called) 
a redress of grievances, to drnin their 
meadows. 

'■“The proprietors of mills oil Charles 
river are greatly alarmed for the safety 
of their property, having already suf- 
fered incalculable loss iu the diversion 
of the waters from the livor, and ho asks 
the town to adopt measures which may 
tend to give aid aud support in defend- 
ing their prooerty against further ,eu- 
croachmeuts.” 


.MILLIONS IN MANY SHARKS. 


AUOUT 50 CLAIMANTS FOK TIIK ESTATE 
OF TUB LATE JOUN W. THU LI. — I* AO VI- 
SIONS OF TUB WILL. 


Important facts in relation to the cele- 
brated Ti ull will case have been made 
public, it now appears highly probable 
that the 50 or more heirs will soon re- 
ceive $40,000 each, dividing an estate 
whioli the latest inform itiou obtainable 
makes about $2,000,000. 

The will of Johu W. Trull, who died 
iu 1867, gives to his daughter, Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Eldridge, widow, of Newton, all his 
furniture, silver plate, eio., aud also for 
her use and improvemeut during her 
life, his house on Beacon street, Bostou. 
To his step-sou. J. T. Heard, the sum of 
$100,000. To John Theodord Heard, sou 
of said J. T. Ueaid, $5000. 

All the rest of his estate he leaves in 
trust to J. T. Heard aud K. D. Sohier, 
the income thereof to be paid over to 
his daughter, Mrs. Elizabeth Eldridge; 
at her death to her obildreu, the chil- 
dren of any child to take said child’s 
share. 

It uo issue survives, the trust at her 
decease is to be divided iuto two equal 
narts, one of whioli is to go to Johu T. 
Heard aud his heirs iu equal portions, to 
he held by himself aud his heirs iu fee 
forever, and the other portiou to be di- 
vided amoug his heirs-at-law. lie 
recomiueuds his trustees to iuvest the 
said trust mouey iu real estate iu the 
city of Bostou, as the best aud safest iu 
vestmeut. 


The ostate at that time, 28 years ago, 
Amounted to nearly $800,000. John W. 
Trull came to Boston from Vermont 
over 50 years ngo, and established the 
big distillery at Medford, now conducted 
by Goorgo S. C. Liwrence. Dying in 
1867, this remarkable oaBe has occupied 
public attention many times since. 

Soon after the death of the testator 
an attempt was made to set asido the 
will, but this has never been done, and 
thus the will stands as originally made. 
The death of Mrs. Elizabeth Eldridge, 
without issue, a few weeks ngo, 
has since called forth all these 50 claim- 
ants, and more are dally looked for. 
Sorao are located at Lowell, Brockton, 
Methuen and Merrimac. One has just 
arrived in the east from Kansas, after an 
absence of 30 years. 

From data discovered recently John 
W. Trull paid a tax in the city of Bos- 
ton in 1852 of $1100, and was then rated 
at nearly $1,000,000. and at that time was 
regarded as one of the riohest men iu the 
state. 

The present estate, in addition to val- 
uable real estate ou Beacon street, Bos- 
ton, consists largely of bank aud railroad 
stocks and U. 8. bonds.

TRAINED CATS. 


The Feats a Showman In England Has 
Taught Them to Do. 

A showman iu England, Clarke by 
name, has succeeded iu training a large 
nnmber of cats to perform remarkable 
tricks. One of these is to walk over a 
long line of living rats, mice and ca- 
naries, stepping very carefully between 
the fluttering little bodies of birds and 
mice and harming none of them. An- 
other cat climbs by a rope to the roof, 
seizes the handle of a parachute aud de- 
scends by it to the ground from a con- 
siderable height. 

Mr. Clarke repeats what is well 
known — that tlie cat is th> most difficult 
of animals to train to tho performance 
of tricks. Ho has trained bears, lions, 
leopards, tigers mid other wild animals 
and finds them teucLblo and submissive 
wlieu compared wuz\uits. The cat in- 
deed cau never bo so far conquered that 
her performances may bo depended on. 
Mr. Clarke’s entertainment includes 
only 30 trained cats, but lio has to take 
with him (>0, iu order that he may have 
substitutes for thoso that will not per- 
form. 

He calls tho cat a “hopeless bundle 
of sensibilities. ” Strike her ouco, though 
only by accident, and she will never 
perforin again. Kindness is not only 
politic, but .absolutely necessary. Some 
of his cats it took him four years of 
ceaseless effort to train. 

Mr. Clarke’s cats are extymely fond 
of him. When he enters his “cat sta- 
ble, ” the mowing is prodigous, aud he 
is instantly buried iu a moving mantle 
of cals. 

Tlio difficulty in the cat’s training 
does not, lie in the animal’s intelligence, 
but in her disposition. She is as clover 
iu her tricks, if she likes to do them, as 
a dog, but she does not wish to subor- 
dinate her will to that of any living 
creaturo. She does what she wants to 
do only and will perform, if she perform 
at ull, only to please liersolf. 

Those that have seen cats onguged in 
boxing matches will not ho surprised to 
learn that Mr. Clarke has succeeded iu 
training two cats to box very scien- 
tifically. 

Tho animals that walk over the chains 
of rats, mice and canaries without 
touching them aro only six in number. 
Any of the others would help themselves 
to those appetizing creatures without 
compunctions. Tlieso six were brought 
up from tlioir earliest infancy iu cages 
with rats, mice and birds and live with 
them constantly. — Youth’s Companion.

The great Prussian general, Von Mun- 
toufel, who was present, plucked n hair 
from his shaggy beard, jemurkiug, “Let 
them make something beautiful out of 
that. ’ ’ 

The French officer sent tho hair to a 
friend iu Puris, telling him the circum- 
stances aud urging tlmt, as tlie Prus- 
sians had defeutod the French iu the late 
war, they should not bo permitted to 
defeut them iu the claim to artistic su- 
premacy.

the other “Lorraine. ” 

Thus the artistio scarfpin aptly de- 
sorilied the political situation: Prussia, 
us the eagle, with its conquered prov- 
inces dependent, hut held by a hair, for 
tlie temper of the jieople of Alsuce and 
Lorraine was bitter toward the Ger- 
lnuub, and the tie which held them wus 


CHINESE SNAKE STONE. 


Curlonii Oriental Product Which Is Nahl to 
Cure Poisonous 111 ten. 

Ben R. Sprndley, n attache of the Ht. 
Louis sanitarium, at 1685 .South Grand 
nvenno, has iu his possession one of tho 
most curious and what lie assortH to bo 
one of the most useful aud valuahlo of 
articles. It is what is known as a Chi- 
nese snake stone, and there is said to be 
bnt one other in the country. Indeed 
tho ouo in Mr. Spradloy’H possession is 
but. half a one, the original having been 
cut in two by Mr. Spradley and half of 
it given to a friend. In appearance the 
stone looks like a small piece of oblong 
shaped caunel coal and is about one- 
eighth of an inch in thickness, three- 
eighths of an inch wide nnd half nil 
inch long. It is as light in weight as a 
piece of cork, possesses a polished sur- 
face and cau bo easily cat with a knife. 
It is not a stone, in the proper sense of 
the word, but is a manufactured article 
and is of a porous texture. 

To euro snake bites or poisonous 
wounds of a similar nature with the 
“stone” the wound must first be scari- 
fied. Then the stone is applied to tho 
wonnd. Each morning and evening it 
is taken off and put into a glass of luke- 
warm water to remain a few moments 
until it discharges the poison it has ab- 
sorbed. Then, after the wound has been 
washed in a strong solution of salt wa- 
ter and again scarified, the stone, which 
iu the meantime has been rubbed in 
warm ashes until dry, is again applied. 
If this treatment is kept up for nine 
days and the patient abstains during 
that time from spirituous liquors a cure 
is assured. 

“I secured the stone, ” snid Mr. Sprad- 
ley, “from my father more than 30 years 
ago. Ho got it from .Tames J. Parker, 
the man who made it. From 1874 to 
1877 I was with rlie party which was put- 
ting through tho Texas Pacific railroad, 
and during that time cured several of 
th& party who were bitten by rattlers 
and other poisonous snakes. I have fre- 
quently loaned the stone to friends, and 
I cut the original in two, giving half of 
it to a particular friend of mine. I have 
not used the stone for some time, bnt 
am ready to give a test of its merits at 
any time. 

“It is, yon see, not properly a stone, 
bnt is a manufactured substance of a por- 
ous nature. The theory possessed by 
many that so called ‘madstones’ are 
found in the stomachs of animals is all 
nonsense. They are all manufactured iu 
a manner similar to this, and it is sim- 
ply their ‘drawing’ powers and their 
porousness and consequent capacity for 
absorption that renders them valuable. ” 
— St. Louis Republic.

THE REPUBLICAN CAUCUSES. 


The Republican caucuses are called for 
next Tuesday evening, and the question 
that interests most peode is whether 
they will be controlled by the A. P. A. 
or by the Senator Hoar kind of Republi- 
cans. 

Judging from the fact that the attend- 
ance is usually less than a dozen in each 
ward it would be comparatively easy for 
the A. P. A. to capture the Newton cau- 
cuses, as they have done those of 
other cities. The A. P. A. men are or- 
ganized, and have an object to gain, 
while other Republicans are apt to look 
upon caucuses as a mere formality and 
are unwilling to take the trouble to at- 
tend. 

The great majority of Newton Repub- 
licans have little sympathy with apaisru 
and think there are questions of far 
greater importance than the proscription 
of Catholics, but they hardly ever attend 
caucuses, and content themselves with 
voting on election day. 

There are many very serious questions 
to be decided this fall, foremost of which 
is the renomination of Governor Green- 
halge, who is disliked by the A. P. A. 
men because his views are not as narrow 
as theirs. They would put up Congress- 
man Morse of Canton, as he seems to be 
juBt the kind of a man they admire, but 
Mr. Morse lacks the courage to run this 
year, and is saving himself for next year. 
The A, P. A. men are said to have fallen 
back on ex-Gov. Haile of Springfield, 
and hope to nominate him. Gov. Greeu- 
halge has other enemies, also, aud his 
independence and courage in deciding 
important questions as he thought jus- 
tice and the best interests of the state 
demanded, have alienated many of the 
baser sort of politicians, whose schemes 
Jie has foiled, and unless the better sort 
of Republicans rally to his support, he 
will lose the renominntiou which he has 
so handsomely earned. 

Anotner important question is the ex- 
travagance that has prevailed in county 
affairs, and whether auything can be 
done to bring about a more business- 
like policy. No one denies that some- 
thing ought to be done.to change the ir- 
responsible system which now prevails, 
and which results in piling up county 
expenses in a way that is becoming a 
serious burdeu to the tax-payprs. 

Perhaps the most important question 
is that concerning the next legislature. 
For several years this body has beeu go- 
i ig from bad to worse, until the scandals 
t tat were circulated concerning the last 
O te were so incredible thtt honest 
people refused to believe them. Accord- 
ing to the stories in circulation even 
New York or Connecticut would have 
been shocked had such things occurred 
in their state capitals, aud the people in 
those states have become so used to 
corruption, that it would lake a good 
deal to shock them. Probably the 
stories in oirculatiou are greatly exagger- 
ated, but the fact that such stories are 
circulated at all shows what a falling off 
there has beeu in the character of our 
legislators. The remedy is iu choosing 
better men. of course, aud for the 
honest voters to take a more active part 
in politics. That is a rather hopeless 
remedy, however, and the next best 
thing would be to have a stroug aud re 
liable opposition party. In all states 
where one party but an overwhelming 
majority, the leaders are apt to grow 
careless, aud little attention is paid to 
appearances. In our own state the- 
Democratic members have beeu few and 
they have beeu uo better than their op- 
ponents, being geueially ready to joiu in 
any scheme that promised personal 
profit. Both parties ought to wake up 
this fall, and put their best men forward, 
to see if the stale could not be freed 
from the scandals that have surrouuded 
receut legislators. Newtou has sent 
good men, but owing to our system of 
frequent changes, they have not had a 
very great influence. 


for several years, ne thinks that 
such an improvement is cortain to come, 
and the sooner the better for Newtou. 
It would enable the Boston A Albany to 
give more frequont trains at less cost 
than at present, the transit to and from 
Boston would be just as rapid, and it is 
possible that the reduction in the cost 
might lead to cheaper fares. The Bos- 
ton & Albany has such a profitable pat- 
ronage that it has made them very con- 
servative and reluctant to make any ex- 
periments, but the running of trains on 
shorter routes by eleotriclty is no longer 
an experiment, and Newton wants to be 
up-to-date in all things, and especially in 
its railroad facilities. 


It is said that next Mouday evening 
the Highway committee will report the 
order for the widening of Park and Tre- 
mont streets. We do not understand 
that thero is any intention of doing any 
work immediately, but it is of great im- 
portance to get the lines settled, and the 
street laid out. before any more build- 
ings are put up on the street. On Tre- 
mont street there is only one house, not 
an expensive one, and a stable, that will 
he affected, and from the railroad cross- 
ing to Park street, and on Park to Tre- 
mont, the property owners would like to 
have the uncertainty ended, and to know 
just what will be done with these es- 
tates. It ib said that Boston will widen 
its part of Centre street, as soon as Now T 
ton has taken aotion, and that this is 
the reason that the street is left in such 
a frightful condition. The order next 
Monday night will appoint a hearing two 
weeks later, when all who desire will 
have a chance to be heard. 


The fact that the Fifth Regiment have 
selected Newton as the place for their 
annual field day, Oct. 10th, ought to 
arouse a good deal of interest among the 
citizens, as it is quite an honor for New- 
ton. Other places where the exercises 
have been held in previous years usually 
made a regular holiday of the event, and 
gave the regiment an enthusiastic wel- 
come. Citizens along the line of march 
can hardly do less than make a display 
of bunting, and it is hoped that for the 
credit of the city, the recognition of the 
field day by the citizens will be general.

Mr. E. O. Burdnu of Newton was a 
member of the committee on credentials, 
aud Mr. W. H. Partiidge was one of the 
prominent party leaders who occupied 
the platform. 


The Democrats have called ward cau- 
cuses for next Thursday evening, for the 
eleotion of delegates to the various con- 
ventions, and their representative con- 
vention has been called for Oct. 3, at 
City Hall. There is not much hope of 
success in Newton, in a state electiou, 
but according to the opponents of bien- 
nial elections, the experience gained by 
going through the forms every 
year is valuable for educational pur- 
poses. Possibly if the Democrats should 
put up first-class candidates for repre- 
sentatives, they might stand a good show 
of election, provided the Republican con- 
vention should be captured by the A. P. 
A. men. 


The abolition of grade crossings has 
been so long talked about that one 
finds many people who are still sceptical, 
aud it is difficult to convince them that 
any plan has beeu formed for the work, 
or that any of the details are settled, 
even though work has begun ou Wash- 
ington street. 


The question of the re-election of 
Senator Niles is causing some agitation, 
but thus far there is no organized effort 
to oppose him. It is said that Waltham 
is pushing a candidate agaiust him, and 
a'so that Richard Barrett of Concord 
would not refuse, if Watertown is not 
unanimous.

The Durham Rites. 

The “Durham Rites” speak of a great 
store of ancient manuscripts possessed 
by the house to help the monks in their 
study. The “Rites” go on to say how 
the store included “the old anneieut 
written doctors of the church, ns other 
profane authors, with divers other holie 
men’s wourks, so that every one dyd 
studye what Doctor pleased them best, 
bavinge the Librairie at all times to go 
and studye in, besydes their carrells. ” 

From the same “Rites” we learn that 
in the dormitory each monk had a little 
chamber to himself with a window, or 
a bit of a wndow, and in the window a 
desk for books, so that ho could study, 
if he pleased, iu the hours spent in the 
dormitory. Special directions were 
given that the monks and novices wore 
not to bo disturbed iu their “carrells” 
while they were studying. 

In their care for education in days 
when all training for the young, save 
in arms and field sports, was compara- 
tively little thought of. the record of 
the monastic orders is an honorable one. 
Besides maintaining a “song school,” 
the more important houses regularly 
trained their novices iu other learning; 
und again, to use the words of the 
“Durham Rites,” “yf the Maister dyd 
see that- any of them weare apteto 
leurnyuge aud dydappliehis booke, and 
had a pregnant wyt withall, then the 
Maister dyd lot the Prior have intelli- 
gence. Then streightewuy after, lie was 
sent to Oxford to school. ” Other peo- 
ple, too, sent their sous to the monks 
for education, which was sometimes 
given freely and sometimes paid for. 

Mention has been made of Oxford. 
The “Durham College,” besides the 
pupils sent up from the abbey, ad- 
mitted regular students. A purely 
monastic college us early as A. D. 12HJ1 
was founded in Oxford for ID monks of 
St. Peter’s abbey, Gloucester. This, be- 
fore the end of the thirteenth century, de- 
veloped into a great Benedictine house 
of learning, and u long list of abbeys 
united together to liiuiutuiu this Bene- 
dictine college at Oxford, which flour- 
ished until tho reformation. — Quar- 
terly Review. 


A Fire Curtalu of Water. 

An effective device for the protection 
of buildings from fires iu adjacent struc- 
tures lias been successfully tested in 
Boston. ’Jibe idea worked out iu the ap- 
paratus is to maintain a sheet of water 
between tho lire and the building to be 
protected. This is done by placing on 
every open side of tho building neur the 
top a line of perforated piping for cur- 
rying water. The complete apparatus 
consists of u live inch standpipe, ex- 
tending over the upper story. From it 
runs another pi]>e around the sides und 
front, from to 4 inches iu diameter. 
On the front are three revolving sprin- 
klers, and one is placed at each exposed 
side, iu the center. The urms uro of 
bronze metal, slightly curved. At each 
end of the arms is u bull nozzle, such 
us is used by lire departments on regu 
lar hose lines. At the base of tli« stand 
pipe is a .Siamese connection for four 
lines of three iuch hose. At the Boston, 
test a lire department steamer furnished 
the power, uud for about 15 minutes 
poured through the sprinkler a delivery 
of 1,000 gallons a minute, completely 
drenching the walls uud keeping a con- 
tinuous sheet of water from top to bot- 
tom. — St. Louis Globe- Democrat.

TRIAL OF A CAR FENDER. 

EXHIBITION OF ItH WORKINOS GIVEN IIE- 
FOItK NUM E Kill's RAILROAD MEN IN 
NEWTONVILLK. 


Atr exhibition of the workings of the 
Flanders electric car fender was given at 
Newtonville Monday afternoon before a 
large number of railroad men and other 
interested gentlemtu. The feuder was 
attached to a oar and operated by a 
motorman not familar with it. Dum- 
mies were placed on the track in upright 
and prostrate positions, aud were easily 
picked up by the tender and carried 
along until the car stopped. A dummy 
on a curve was pushed clear of the 
tracks. The final illustration .as the 
pioking up of two rubber dolls about live 
inches high. They were placed on the 
roadbed, and the fender pioked them up 
as easily as the larger dummies. The 
dolls were also pioked up from a pros- 
trate position, their bodies being less 
than two inches above the roadbed. 

Tbo exhibition was pronounced satis- 
factory in every way, aud was made un- 
der the supervision of the inventor, 
David Flanders. The fender consists of 
two flat frames of wire netting hinged 
together, one of them standing vertically 
in front of the dashboard, tho other in- 
clining downward and forward, the sides 
of the latter being extended backward 
and binged to the car body. The fender 
is raised and lowered by the motorman, 
and when dropped to the track it slides 
on the rails. The front edge is shod 
with rubber. The fender can be trans- 
ferred from one end of the oar to the 
other, or can be folded up in front of 
the dashboard.

DRAWING UP WILLS. 


Lawyers Do Not Want Their Names Iden- 
tified With the Documents. 

That it takes a smart man to draw a 
will is an adugo the respect for which 
iu the legal fraternity is evidenced by 
the fact that few lawyers want to furnish 
visible evidence of their part in draw- 
ing up wills. It is perfectly eusy for a 
man to hire a lawyer to draft his testa- 
ment, of conrso, uo matter how compli- 
cated its provisions may be. It is quite 
uuother thing to get the lawyer to wit- 
ness it. He will uot even allow clerks 
iu his office to do so except perhups 
where the client is an old or regular 
oue. He wants him to go elsewhere to 
get tho necessary attestations. There are 
exceptions to this unwritten rule, it is 
true, but it is pretty generally observed. 

“Lawyers will uot so admit it,” said 
oue of them, “but the true reason is 
they don’t cure to be identified with the 
instrument. It is ubout us difficult an 
undertaking us a lawyer can face to 
draw up u will where tho bequests are 
surrounded with conditions that will 
close up all loopholes to a contest. Most 
testators know how they want to dis- 
pose of thoir estates, but it is exceeding- 
ly hard to express their wishes iu a way 
that will leave uo doubt when subse- 
quently disappointed heirs cull it into 
question. The books teem with instances 
of the inability of smart men, some of 
them distinguished lawyers, to make a 
will that will stand under a stiff fight. 
Lawyers naturally don’t want to bo as- 
sociated with a document that may bo 
pronounced bad, and so they uro unwill- 
ing to sign as witnesses or to let tlici 
employees do it. 1 suppose it to some ex- 
tent argues u lack of confidence iu their 
work. Anyhow tho precaution is of lit- 
tle use, for invariably tho lawyer who 
drew it is disclosed in any litigation 
over a will.” — Chicago Tribune.

An order was passed establishing tho 
polling places tor the state election. 

Orders were passed for concrete walks 
on Lombard street and Hyde avenue. 

Permit was granted to tbe Newton 
street railway to build office and exten- 
sion in rear of their car house on Wash- 
ington street, to take the place of the 
part taken for widening Washington 
street. 

MORE MONEY FOR HIGHWAY REPAIRS. 


Alderman Degen presented an order 
calliug for $20,000 additional for highway 
general repairs, $15,000 to be used for 
that purpose and $5,000 for sidewalks. 

Alderman Tolman said ho would like 
to hear from tbe chairman of tbe high- 
way com.raittee. 

Alderman Plummer said the committee 
had not expeuded quite all of its appro- 
priation, but so uear it that tbe men 
would have to be dismissed if more 
money was not found. Tbe city bad 
taken on more than 40 miles of streets 
aud yet tbe annual appropriation was 
not increased, and the committee bad 
also to spend twelve or fifteen thousand 
dollars on other things. The storm of 
a week ago cost $1,000, for the cleaning 
out of catch bas ns and other damage, 
and every storm called for a similar 
amount. There were many repairs that 
should be made at once, aud the claims 
for damages from detective streets were 
appalling. It would be cheaper to re- 
pair than to pay damages. Lexington 
street, for instauce, was in a terrible con- 
dition, and it would take $10,000 to put 
that into shape. Tbe sectiou work could 
not be kept up much longer without 
more money. 

Alderman Tolman said the committee 
last year bad not beeu negligent, and 
had uot exceeded its appropriation. 

Alderman Green said bo could not 
speak from a very long experience, but. 
he knew of no case wheio money had 
beeu speut uuwisely, and repairs were 
needed everywhere. A good deal of the 
trouble was due to the condition the 
streets were left after laying tbe sewers, 
and apparently solid streots would cave 
in, aud leave holes that must be attended 
to at ouce. Tbe surface of some streets 
was washed away by the heavy rains, 
aud unless at once attended to tbe street 
would be undermined. 

Alderman White thought a good deal 
of tbe work was due to what was left 
undone by last year’s committee, aud also 
to Appleton street where it was like 
dropping money into a rat bole, 
aud there seemed to be no end to the ex- 


pense. 

Mayor Rothfeld said there was no 
work left over from lust years commit- 
tee, but the committee did all it had to 
do aud did uot exceed its appropria- 
tion. 

The order was passed unanimously. 

An order was passed giving property 
owners on the line of the boulevard from 
Auburn street to tbe Charles Itiver 10 
days to vacate, or tbe city would sell all 
buildings and other obstructions left 
after that date. 

An order was passed authorizing tbe 
mayor to release any claim the city 
might have on laud formerly owned by 
Dr. Hitchcock, aud now owued by 
Messrs. Tandy and Guild, for drainage 
rights. 


FIItE ALARM BOXES 

were ordered on Winsor road and corner 
of Kdiuboro and Watertown streets, aud 
$200 appropriated therefor. 

FIFTH REGIMENT FIELD DAY. 

Alderman White reported an order ap- 
propriating $200 for the visit of tbe Fifth 
liegim* nt to Newton, Got. 10th. 

Aldermau Tolman asked why any 
money wus needed? He bad seen it 
stated that tbe Veterau Association were 
to entertain tbe visitors. 

Aldermau White said all tbe tnouey 
might uot be needed but Newton ought to 
do something toreoogmze such au event, 
as tbe city did not wish to appear meaner 
than other cities. 

Tbe order was passed. 

On motiou of Aldermau Degen the 
unexpended balances iu tbe appropria- 
tion for street drains was transferred to 
that for drains aud culverts. 

APPLETON STREET. 

The sum of $0,600 was appropriated to 
finish Appletou street, to be ruined by a 
ten year 4 per cent note, and provision 
was made to issue such a note. 

The sum of $1,600 was appropriated 
for drains on Lexington, Couoord aud 
Austiu streets. 

The water board was authorized to ex- 
pend $455 iu layiug a mam 500 feet iu 
leuuth ou liroadway and Churobill 
streets. 


▲ MOVING ORDER. 

Au order was passed that ibe Newton 
Street Railway he ordered to discon- 
tinue tbe use of its trucks ou Wusbiug- 
ton street, when aud lor as long a time 
as the superiutoudout of streets should 
decide wus uecessaiy. The order iu to 
allow of the moving of buildiugs through 
the streets, aud to provide for some 
system so that the streets shall be 


blocked as abort a time as possible. 

Orders were passed granting locations 
for the connection of the tracks of the 
Nowton it Huston and Boston A Wel- 
lesley with the Commonwealth Avenue 
Street Railway. 

Orders were passed for tho laying out 
and accepting of Surrey Road, and Lang- 
don streets. 

Mayor Bothfpld asked to be relieved 
of service on the committee on Wash- 
ington street awards, as tho matters 
would oome before him finally for ap- 
proval. The board so voted. 

Jesso C. Ivy was given leave to with- 
draw on his pntition for a reopening of 
tho Washington streot widening matter. 

Alderman Plummursald tho Boston «fc 
Albany had agreed to stop their engines 
whistling on trains passing through 
Nowton, but nil night tho switching 
engines kept up their tooting, and it 
had become a serious nuisance. He 
thought if the city cl* rk would send a 
remonstrance to tho officials the matter 
might be remedied. 

The bonrd after a short executive ses- 
sion adjourned.

COUNTY POLITICS. 


THE MOVE AGAINST SHERIFF CUSHING 
AND WHO IS BEHIND IT. 


Middlesex county has her share of 
lively politics, says tbe Boston Herald. 
Henry G. Cushing of Lowell, the sheriff 
of the couuty, is opposed this year for 
nomination by Joseph Stearns of Wal- 
tham. It is said Sheriff Cushing is in 
disfavor with the county commissioners 
and when the two leading members of 
that board, J. Henry Reed of Westford 
and Samuel O. Upham of Waltham, get 
after a man, he has got to Btrike a lively 
pace to keep abend of them. 

The alleged grievance against Sheriff 
Cushing is that he has talked too freely 
about tbe oommissjoners. He does not 
seem to have approved all they have 
done, and has had the courage to say so. 
There was an attempt made to indues 
Mayor Bancroft to stand as a candidate 
for sheriff in tho Republican convention, 
but he is not ambitious to fill that kind 
of an office. 

The gossip is to the effect that J. 
Henry Reed, the chairman of the county 
commissioners, asked him to become a 
candidate. Mr. Reed has said that thin 
statement is not true. His version is 
that he informed Mayor Bancroft that 
he wiie being talked about as a candi- 
date. That is all. 

Mr. Cushing’s opponent, Mr. Steams, 
is uot widely known in the couuty. He 
is said to be the A. I\ A. candidate. At- 
tempts have beeu made to discover what 
Sheriff Cushiug has dono to incite the 
hostility of tho members of this order. 
The quest has been fruitless, except iu 
one Iteltlo respect. It is said that of his 
4U deputies one is a Catholic. No doubt 
the real reason of tbe opposition is that 
Mr. Stearns wants the office, and that 
political opponents of Sheriff Cushing 
are anxious tor an opportunity to puuish 
him. 

j The term of one of tho commissioners, 
Frauds Bigelow of Natick, expires this 
year, aud lie has a contest on hand for 
renomination. His opponent is H. E. 
Bullard of Hollistou, a strong man in his 
community, the president ot a national 
bank, and also connected with the shoo 
busiuess. A s*rong effort is being made 
to uomiuate Mr. Bullard by those who 
are not in love with the board as at 
present constituted, though it is con- 
fessed by them that there is less feeling 
against Mr. Bigelow than the other mem- 
bers of the commission. 

Representative Dallinger of Cambridge 
who is a candidate for tbe Republican 
nomination for senator in tbe 3d Middle- 
sex district, has come to realize what it 
means to oppose these couuty commis- 
sioners. Iu the House laBt wiuter, as 
chairman of the committee ou county 
estimates, he denounced in the strongest 
terras their methods of doing busiuess. 
The debate ou the appropriation for the 
Lowell court bouse furnished tbe oppor- 
tunity. 

Mr. Dallinger also hod something to 
do with the rejection of the bill to in- 
crease the salaries of the commissioners. 
Thoir compensation is $1800 per autium 
each, aud they wanted it increased to 
$2400 or $3500. The committee on pub- 
lic service recommunded $2000. Then 
the matter went to the committee ou 
county estimates, of which Mr. Dullinger 
was chairman, aud the report was leave 
to withdraw. The report was accepted. 

Mr. Dallinger is the first Republican to 
get up in a puhlio place and criticise 
what is commonly termed “the Middle- 
sex couuty ring.” und if he should be 
turned down now it is believed he is the 
last oue who will have the temerity to 
challenge the opposition of that power- 
ful factor in polities.

OLI) TIME FOOT BALL RIVALS, 


NEWTON AND BROOKLINE niOII ELEVENS 
TO MEET TODAY— OAME WILL DETEIl 
MINE WHICH WILL HAVE MEMBERSHIP 
IN THE SENIOR INTEHSCHOLASTIC 
LEAGUE. 


This afternoon tho question which 
is ngitating interscholastic foot ball 
circles as to whether Newton High will 
retain its membership in the senior 
league or be displaced by another as- 
pirant, Brookline High, will be settled 
on the Cypress street grounds, Brook- 
line. 

According to the rules of the sonior 
interscholnstio association, the whipper- 
in of last year must play tho winner of 
the junior interscholastic league to de- 
termine which one of the two shall be 
admitted to tho sonior league. 

Newton High was the tailender in the 
senior league contest last year and 
Brookline was an easy winner in the 
junior league, so the play-off comes be- 
tween these two elevens. 

Both schools have been old time rivals 
in foot ball, and the game promises to he 
a very interesting contest. 

In 1885 Brookline High and Newton 
High played a memorable tie game on 
the Cypress street grounds, and in that 
year Brookline had a star eleven which 
went through the season without a de- 
feat. 

The chances of Newton High winning 
the game next Friday are very slim, 
judging from the feeling among the 
players and students of that school. 
Capt. Leo complains of a groat lack of 
interest among the members of the 
eleven. 

The game suffered a severe blow in the 
loss of nearly all the best players of last 
years’ eleven, and the new men have 
not shown up in a manner that would 
raise many hopes in the breasts of their 
adherents. 

Capt. Howard Lee is probably the best 
man on the team. He is a veteran in his 
position of centre rush, nnd is au earnest 
and conscientious worker. He has beeu 
obtaining a lot ot good coaching as a 
candidate for the Newton Athletic Club’s 
eleven, and the points he has thus 
picked up he has taught his men. He is 
5 feet 10 inches in height and weighs 180 
pounds. He is a very aggressive player, 
and quick to take advantage of au op- 
ponent’s weakness. 

Howard, a newcomer, is the most 
promising candidate for the position of 
right guard, the place left vacant by 
Paul, who was the star player of last 
year’s team, and who is trying for a 
place in the line on Newtou Athletic this 
season. Howard, while rather slow on 
his feet, has the making of a good guard. 
He weiulis 105 pouuds. 

Yau Voorhees will be found at left 
guard, where his 170 pounds of muscle 
will prove an obstacle to any play 
directed at that side ot centre. 

Brigham, who gained much experience 
on the Newton Athletic second eleven 
l ist year, will prove a formidable man to 
meet at left tackle. He is quick in 
getting through the interference, and 
tackles hard aud low. He tips the scales 
at 150 pounds. 

The other tackle will be lookod at>er 
by a new man, Johnson, 140 pounds. 
While ho is very light lor the posit* in, 
lie more than offsets this by hisuieat 
strength aud activity. Ho has nut up 
tho best game of any mail iuthe line iu 
prnciice. 

A new man will be found at left end. 
Whudon, who has surprised and de- 
lighted his ft lends aud captain by his 
flue work. He follows the ball like a 
streak, aud gets through interference 
aud uowns his man every time. It is 
safe to say that no large gains will he 
made arouud his end. He weights 157 
pounds. 

Right end is also very strong. Cotting 
is a veteran in that position aud under- 
stands the game thoroughly. 

Quarter-back has found a new **xpo- 
ueut iu youug Forsseu, who is a clever 
man for the place. He gives the signals 
quickly and clearly, gets into every piny 
and runs the team like a veteran. His 
weight is 145 pouuds.

CHEAP CRITICISM. 

The Middlesex County Tribune) is the 
name of a paper that h-ts just been start- 
ed with the purpose of furnishing county 
news, and covering the wholo couuty. 
There is a field for such a paper, but to 
make it worth public patronage would 
involve a vast amount of work, and a 
great deal of expense. Many residents 
of Middlesex would like to know some- 
thing of county affairs, of the doings of 
county officials, the courts, couuty im- 
provements, etc., and it is said to be the 
intention of the publishers to bcgiu de- 
partments on these topics as soon as 
arrangements can be made. But this will 
be a work of time. This week, the paper 
has au article on “Newton Politicians,” 
quoted elsewhere, which repeats the old 
cry that the present city officials are not 
the equals of those of a few years ago. 
This is the same parrot-like cry that has 
been beard ever since Newton became a 
city. Those who repeat it never stop to 
think whether it is true or not, and prob- 
ably the writer does not know a member 
of the city council by sight. In the early 
days of the city’s history we had good 
men in the city council, and wo have 
good men now. Some of the former 
officials were exceptionally famous men, 
whose names were known far and wide, 
but as far as the majority aie concerned 
the present city council will compare 
very favorably with any former board. 
To mention names would bo invidious, 
perhaps, but let any one take the list of 
former city councils and compare mem- 
bers, and they will find that there is no 
great loss, either intellectually or other- 
wise. Besides, former city councils had 
a very ea^y task compared with the 
officials of to-day, whose labors are prob- 
ably ten-fold those of the same officials 
ten years ago. The problems then were 
very simple, aed there were then no 
street railway complications, n > great 
street widening problems, no abolition of 
grade crossings, no electric lights, no 
boulevatds, and no gteat improvements 
of any kiud. The ancient officials had an 
easy time, and yet there wete more 
rumors of political deals, more subser- 
viency to political bosses, than there is 
to-day. The Newton city council cm 
still cliim to be "the cleauesc and most 
representative” body of its kind in the 
state, and the city government is as 
“pure, non-partisan and business-like” 
as it ever was. 


Another demand for a new sshool 
building is made, and the eity might 
as well make up its mind to spend 
a good many thousands before it gets 
through. At a special meeting of the 
school board, Wednesday evening, 
resolutions were adopted, condemn- 
ing the sanitary condition of the old 
portion of the High school building, and 
calling upon the city council to provide 
a new building of a size sufficient to ac- 
commodate 900 pupils. 

Getting plate matter for editorials 
has its disadvantages, as here is the 
Brookline Chrouicle of last week print- 
ing the rumor that Mrs. Frauces Hodg- 
son Burnett is seeking a divorce trom 
her husbaud, several days after the story 
had been emphatically denied. The 
Chronicle usually buys the Republican 
plate matter cditoiiols, but perhaps the 
box failed to reach it this week, and so 
it used up some nnciont plates. 

The Corporations that have been 
given the free use of the streets for poles 
and wires, are not to be allowed to own 
them, it seems, as the city council has 
voted that movers of buildings shall not 
be required to pay for cutting the wires, 
when it is necessary. Such gentlo re- 
minders serve a useful purpose, once iu a 
while. 


The Republicans of Newton attended 
the caucuses this year iu a body, and the 
result was that they chose delegates who 
will represent the party, and not a secret 
society. Newton’s reputation of having 
the best public schools of anv city in the 
state is tbus again demonstrated.

The Highway department asked Mou- 
day night for $ 20 , 1)00 and got it, as they 
have about exhausted their appro pi ia- 
tiou. This is to be regretted, but the 
highway depuitmeut have good excuses 
to offer, as the streets were left in a de- 
plorable condition by the sewer depart- 
ment, and a great deal of their money 
has goue in tepairiug the numerous cave- 
ins that have occurred aud which have 
resulted iu uituy claims for damages 
against the city. The committee lias 
spent its appropriations more generously 
iu other respects, perhaps, than was 
strictly necessary, but they have not 
begun to satisfy the public demands, aud 
they probably would uot it they had ex- 
pended twice their appropriation. Ward 
Four has been persistem iu its demauds 
for improved roads, aud they are needed 
there oadly enough, although more 
people complain of Auburu stieet than 
of Lexington street, wheie the residents 
want ten thousand expended light away. 
The committee probably find it a hard 
task to decide where tepairs are the most 
urgently needed, aud as Auburmiale has 
tue chairman of the committee it uaiural- 
ly thinks it ought to have everything it 
asks for, but it is said that other por- 
tions of the ward are begiuuiug to get a 
little jealous of the attention paid to the 
vioiuity of Lexington stieet. Exceeding 
the appropriations for the sake of im- 
proving the roads will uot he condemned 
so harshly as if the excess was for some 
other purpose, for improved roads is just 
now the fad with the great majority of 
people. It is to be hoped, however, that 
the committee will uot spend all of the 
money they have secured ou oue street, 
which is not the most travelled street iu 
Newton, but will scatter it impartially. 
Watertowu street, between Walnut aud 
West Nuwtou, for iustauce, is piobably 
iu a worse condition than Lexiugtou 
street, uud is tiaversed by many times 
mure teams aud people, aud will be a 
main thoroughfare uulil Washington 
street is wideued. There are other 
uiuiu thoroughfares, also, that might be 
mentioned.

R. J. Adams, D. D. 

The uew library building stands on the 
crown of Institution hill. It is a struct- 
ure of nttrsetive appearance, in the Greek 
type of architecture. The materials used 
iu the construction are light brick with 
freestone trimmings. The exterior is 
quite plain. Iu front there is an ionic 
portico, flanked by two courts aud 
windows t-eparated by pilasters. It is 
two stoiies iu height. In the ground 
story there is a stack room, readiug 
room, printing plant, three study rooms, 
toilet apai trae its, and fireproof loom 
containing the heating apparatus. 

The main reading room is located on 
the first floor, and is to ho known as the 
Hartshorn memorial room. Its dimen- 
sions are 40x50 feet. It is named iu bouor 
of oue of the priunipal donors to the 
library fund. The entrance vestibules 
are ou this tb or, also the librarian’s room, 
offices, and another stack room. 

The rooms of the Backus Historical 
8 ioiety are located ou the second floor; 
also the Backus library room, toilet 
rooms aud study apartments. 

The library lias a capacity at the ores- 
eur time of 50,000 volumes, with oppor- 
tunities lor an increase of 25,000 addi- 
tional volumes. The buildiug was con- 
structed from plans drawn by Keudall & 
Stevens of Bosiou, architects. Thu tm- j 
nishiugs, principally iu oak, were sup- 
plied by the libiary bureau. 

Connected with the uew library build- 
ing, the board of trustees has completed 
the construction of a new central heat 
iuir plant which will provide for ull the 
seminary buildings. It cost $13,000, the 
boilers aud general fixtures were sup- 
plied by the Walworth Construction 
Company. The several seminary build- 
ings have been thoroughly renovated, 
aud altogether there has been an outlay 
of $05,000 for new buildings aud im- 
provements. In Colby Hall provision 
has been made for au additional class- 
room. 

The work has beeu completed iu a 
satisfactory manner uuder the directions 
of the buildiug committee, comprising 
Messrs. Stephen Greene, W. A. Muuroe, 
aud ltev.

a cuse of blue demurs on thut trip if it 


took me forever. We became dry with j 
talk, and when the train stopped at 
Ri Vermont h we went out to have some 
beer. It is good there, you know — par- 
don me, I forgot that I was speaking to i 
n lady. Well, wo had to run to get 
aboard. I missed my footing, fell under 
the wheels, and the next thing that I 
knew they were holding an inquest over ' 
my remains, while I, disembodied, was 1 
sitting on a corner of the undertaker’s 
table, wondering which of the coroner’s 
jury was likely to want a case of blue 
denims.

Fire Apparatus In the American Colonics. 

The early settlers in America paid no 
attention toward protecting themselves 
against lire, aud the different colonies 
had grovn into fair sized communities 
with several industries well established 
before any steps were taken in thut di- 
rection. About the earliest mention of 
u definite method of lire protection was 
made at Salem, Mass., in 104-1, when 
each inhabitant was ordered to be sup- 
plied with a ladder under penalty of a 
| fine of 5 shillings. These bidders were 
! undoubtedly mude in Salem or in the 
I immediate vicinity, and one might 
readily say that here began an Ameri- 
can iudustiy thut is now carried on so 
i extensively in many places aud under a 
multitude of different forms. In 1048 
j four fire wardens were appointed in New 
! York city. These men passed a law to 
I fine every one whose chimney becume 
foul or whose house was burned by his 
own carelessness. The money so ob- 
tained was to be used in tho purchase 
of ladders, hooks aud buckets. These 
were not provided, however, until some 
years later. 

Boston also took steps in this direc- 
tion, uud on the first day of the twelfth 
month of 1663, or, by the modern 
method of computation, on Feb. 1, 
1654, the following entry is found in 
tho town records : 

“The selectmen have power and lib- 
erty hereby to ugiee with Joseph Jynks 
for Ingins to Curry water in Case of fire 
if they see Cause soe to doe.” — John 
Q. Morse in Popular Science Monthly. 

An Ole Hull KUtue. 

Jacob Fjelde, the Norwegian sculptor 
of Minneapolis, bus been selected to de- 
sign a statue of Ole Bull, the fumous 
violinist. Norwegians all over the Uuit- 
ed States are to bo usked to subscribe to 
u fund to meet the expeuses of erecting 
the memorial, which will bo of bronze, 
and will be placed in Minnehaha park, 
or one of the other parks in the city of 
Miuueauolis. 


Ill ItUI, Alts IN COURT. 


PRF.TF.NPF1> TO ltK OA8FITTRR9 ANP 
MADE RAIDS IN A LI. DIRECTIONS. 


Climbs E. McGregor and John C. 
Newcomb were annignrd in the New- 
ton police court Monday moiniug, 
charged with bteaking and entering and 
larceny. 

They were arrested last Friday even- 
ing, mid their shop near “nightcap’s 
corner” wns searched by the Newton 
police and Inspector Paige of the Brook- 
line department. 

They were supposed to be conducting 
a legitimate gas fitting business, but 
suspicion was directed toward thorn, 
and a number of “queer” transactions 
were discovered in which the pair 
figured. 

The police wpnt quietly to woik and 
procured evidence connecting them with 
breaks in Wellesley, Cambridge, Brook- 
line. Brighton and Auburndale. It was 
proven beyond reasonable doubt that 
they were also responsible lor the 
larceny of a bicycle in M tldeu. 

When the police searched the place of 
business conducted by Newcomb & Mc- 
Gregor they found a quantity of 
carpenters’ and plumbers’ tools, and nt 
McGregor’s house in Auburndale an- 
other lot of tools was discovered iu the 
cellar, valued at about $7. 

The bicyclo was subsequently recov- 
ered iu Allston. McGregor swapped it 
for a horse and express wagon, and the 
former owner of the latter sold tho 
wheel to W. H. Gillis, who was greatly 
surprised to learn that it bad been 
stolen. 

The investigation conducted in the 
bicycle case led to the unravelling of the 
very crooked career of the two men. 

When placed uuder arrest they ad- 
mitted their guilt, and both appeared to 
realize the gravitv of their offences. 
They made a full confession. 

It seemed that they secured from the 
store of John McCammon in Auburu- 
dale shoes valued at $50; from a bouse 
in Wellesley, tools valued at $50; from 
the residence aud store of Mrs. Grant, 
Cambridge, cigars, pipes and tobacco 
valued at $25; bouse in Brookline, 
plumbers’ tools worth $125, the property 
of Frankliu Bros, of boston; bouse ou 
Dustin street, Brighton, plumbers’ tools 
valued at $75. 

All the tools stolen were recovered. Of 
the other articles, a portion of tbe shoes, 
cigars, etc., will be restored to their 
owners. 

Tbe men were arraigned only on two 
counts for tbe breaks in Wellesley and 
Auburndale. They pleaded guilty, and 
were held in $2100 each for the October 
grand jury. 

Following tbe disposition of the cases 
against tbe men, tbe police had a lively 
time distributing tbe stolen property to 
those who were able to establish owner- 
ship.

SUFFRAGE- REFERENDUM STATE 

COMMITTEE. 


ACT OF 1895. 


EXACTED BY TIIE MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE 
JUNE, 1805. 

Sectiox 1. All persons qualified to vote for 
school committee shall, at the next State elec- 
tion, have an opportunity to express their 
opinion by voting yes or no in answer to the fol- 
lowing question : Is it expedient that municipal 
suit' rage be granted to women? 

Sec. 2. Equal opportunity shall be given to 
men and women to register prior to said elec- 
tion. 


Believing it to be for the best interest- 
of the Commonwealth that men and 
women Bhould share equally the respon- 
sibilities of its government, wo heroby 
urge the womeu of Massachusetts to re- 
spond to the invitation of the Legislaturs 
as set forth iu the above Act, by rogistere 
iug aud voting in favor of municipal suf- 
frage for womeu. 

And we ask all legal voters to consider 
seriously that, while Massachusetts i« 
uow governed by an aristocracy based 
strictly on sex, it is possible, by voting 
in the affirmative under this law, to en- 
sure “a government of the [whole] peo- 
ple, hv the [whole] people, for the 
[whole] people.”

Rome of the Odd Dlfllrultlro of Operating 
a Line Through Queer Countries. 

A good dnal of romance hovers around 
the Vienna by which the world’s news is 
gathered. Tho speed and accuracy with 
which telegraph messages are trans- 
mitted between the uttermost parts of 
tho earth is marvelous whop the condi- 
tions under which they nro sometimes 
transmitted are considered. 

Tho Indo-European telegrnph line 
offers a gixid illustration. It runs from 
London to Lowestoft on tho eu‘A coast 
of England. It then dips under the sea 
to Emden, ou the German coast, whence 
it passes through Germany to the Rus- 
sian frontier. From this point the wire 
passes by way of Warsaw, Rowno, Odes- 
sa, tho Caucasus, aud Tiflis to Persia, and 
by Tnuris to Teheran, tho capital of the 
shah’s queer domain. Thero it joins 
tho Indian government line which runs 
from tho Persian capital to Bushire on 
tho Persian gulf. Thence tho wires run 
through Baluchistan, and complete the 
route by connecting at Karachi, in 
northern India. The operation of this 
immenso stretch of line, passing through 
countries of such vurying climates and 
general characteristics; is obviously one 
of much difficulty. On the snow 
swept steppes of Russia the wires are 
sometimes snapped like thread by the 
rapid flight of flocks of wild geese. The 
polos aro cut down aud made into fire- 
wood by tho nomad tribes of the Cau- 
casian districts, and the cunning inn- 
keepers of Georgia seek to boom their 
post horse trado by deliberotely creating 
faults iu tho wires. Iu certain parts of 
the mountainous regions of Asia the 
maintenance of the solitary lino involves 
no little personal risk and hardship to 
the staff hands. Communication is 
often cut off by avalanches iu the moun- 
tain districts, and the work of repairing 
after a snowfall of five or six feet is 
no light matter. 

Tlieso mountain stations are provi- 
sioned with soveral mouths’ supplies be- 
foro tho winter sets iu, as tho staff will 
bo iu touch with the rest of the world 
by the wiro only until the spring 
weather opens ont the passes. Iu these 
supplies aro always included a liberal 
allowance of books and games where- 
with to relieve the monotony of the 
tedious winter exile. — New York Sun. 


THE SOUTHERN SUMMER. 


It Ib Claimed That While Long; It Is Not 
Oppressive. 

Wrong impressions are hard to eradi- 
cate from tho human mind. In the 
north aud west it is a popular delusion 
that southern summers are extremely 
hot and oppressive, tuid that life here 
during tho summer months is almost 
unbearable. This impression is formed 
upon no knowledge of the matter, but 
simply upon the assumption that, as 
we aro nearer the equator, it must 
necessarily bo much warmer than in 
more northern latitudes. A 11 investiga- 
tion of the records of the government 
weather bureau will show that there is 
no ground for such an assnmption. 

Our summers are long, but they are 
not unpleasant. The heat in the north 
and west is much more oppressive dur- 
ing Juno, July aud August than iu the 
south. Deaths from sunstroke are much 
more numerous there, aud the heat is 
decidedly more sultry. Our long even- 
ings are delightful, aud a sultry night 
is seldom experienced. Onr laborers 
work iu the fields all day long, aud 
suffer less from tho warmth than those 
of the north. 

Iu a nutshell, our summers compare 
favorably with those of auy section of 
the country, aud our long, pleasant, 
warm season is a decided advantage. 
Our farmers can commence to work the 
laud long before their northern aud 
western brothers think of beginning, 
and can continue to utilize it months 
after they have stopped. Iu the towns 
aud cities tho residents aro exempted 
from heavy expenditures for warm win- 
ter clothing, and for tho larger portion 
of tho year the only fuel burned is for 
cooking purposes. 

In comparison with tho north aud 
west, it is doubtful if our long, pleas- 
ant summer is not as fnr superior to 
their short, blistering one as our short, 
mild winters aro to their long, frigid 
ones. — Montgomery (Ala.) Advertiser.
